MOST OF LAND SUBMERGED. 


Rehabilitation of Farmers, Pasturage 
for Stock and Sanitation Are 
Pressing Needs.

ST. MARTINVILLE, La., July 9.— 
Here in the Parish of St. Martin, 
the heart of the Evangeline country, 
where, according to legend, lived and 
died Emmeline Labiche and Louis 
Arceneaux, the central figures in 
Longfellow’s “Evangeline”; where 
the whites and the biecks. worship 
before the same shrine in the second 
oldest Catholic’ Church ‘in Louisiana, 
and the parish which before the flood 
Was generally conceded to be the 
richest of all in soil as well as in 


history, with the exception of Or-/ ish 


leans, desolation is the rule of the 
hour. 

St. Martin was one of the last of 
the parishes to be overcome by the 
flood, and it will be among the last to 
witness the recession. Three months 
ago it was the home of thousands of 
happy, thrifty, hospitable people, 
most of them French-speaking Aca- 
dians. ‘Today it is a land of sorrow. 
The splendid fields, as clean of grass 
and weeds as Fifth Avenue; houses 
dating back to the eighteenth cen- 
tury; schools, churches and modern 
highways, and little villages like 
those of peasant France, full of his- 
tory and romance, were submerged 
by the deluge. 

Grave of Labiche Spared. 


Only a few of the beauty spots, and 
most of St. Martin is beautiful, es- 
caped the flood waters that roared 
through the crevasses in the levees 
of the Bayou des Glaises and Mel- 
ville. One such spot was an un- 
marked g-ave in the iron-fenced lot 
that adjoins the old church of St. 
Martinville, the grave of Dmmeline 
Labiche. The church, too, escaped, 
and so did the rectory, where lives 
old Father Peeters, the comforter of 
a heart-broken,. 
the majority of whom have lost near- 
ly everything they could call their 
own. Father Peeters faced the flood 
to the end and refused to budge. 

Every Acadian loves his home. 
Charity is an abomination to him. 
He has lost his home, and against 
his will has had to become a ward of 
the Red Cross. Even Mr. Hoover

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The motor 
bus business is growing by leaps and 
bounds and has become such an out- 
standing factor of interstate trans 
portation that railroad companies are 
insisting that it be brought under 
Federal contro] and regulation. 

Heretofore Congressional proposals 
designed to provide for. its supervi- 
sion have been laid aside, partly be- 
cause of uncertainty as to how con- 
flict between Federal and State laws 
could be avoided and partly because 
of an agreement that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission should have 
an opportunity to complete an in- 
vestigation it has undertaken and re- 
port its conclusions to Cangress.

Federal Government over interstate 
commerce. Railroad companies, real- 
izing the keen competition of motor 
buses with their business, are estab- 
lishing and acquiring bus lines for 
supplemental] service. 

And now, with the prospect that 
Congress, on the basis of the report 
which the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is preparing, will seek to reg- 
ulate. motor bus activities, there 
comes the suggestion that regulation 
of air traffic will have legislative 
consideration in the near future. In 
the seven weeks since Lindbergh 
landed near Paris, and Chamberlin 
and Byrd negotiated the transatlan- 
tic flight, and Maitland and Hegen- 
berger flew from San Francisco to 
Hawaii, the tremendous impetus 
given to flying has not been over- 
looked by those concerned in com- 
mercial transportation. 











Rallroads Want Aircraft Also. 


In its report to Congress on motor 
bus problems, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission may make ref- 
erence to air transportation, if only 
to point .out that the time is coming 
when consideration must be given to 
its regulation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment as railroads and other com- 
mon carriers are regulated. How 
near that time is may be surmised 
from the fact that five important 
railroad companies are in consulta- 
tion with the Department of Com- 
merce with a view to adding aircraft 
to their transportation facilities. 

A limited regulation of air traffic 
is vested by law in the Department 
of Commerce. It is confined to au- 
thority to light airways and prescribe 
tests for air pilots. It expressly stip- 
ulates that the Government shall 
not acquire airports.

GOAL STRIKE CRISIS 
LOOMS IN ILLINOIS 


Mines That Employed 90,000 
Men Have Been Closed. 


WORKERS’ FUNDS DWINDLING 


Serious Economic Situation In the 
Coal Region Is Expected by 
the End of Summer. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, July 9.—On April 1 the 
union coal miners in the fields of 
Illinois quit .their jobs and an- 
nounced that they would not resume 
work -until a satisfactory arrange- 
ment had been made with their em- 
ployers, who had refused to sign an- 
other contract as to wages similar 
to the so-called Jacksonville agree- 
ment, which expired at midnight 
March 31. More than 90,000 men 
went on strike and coal production 
in Illinois was overnight reduced 
practically. to nil. 

Three months and more have 
passed since the walkout, and except 
for occasional announcements that 
no progress has been made toward 
a settlement of the differences the 
world at large has been but little ad- 
vised on conditions in an imdustry 
that is of vital importance not only 
to Illinois but to adjacent States de- 
pendent upon the Illinois bituminous 
fields for a substantial portion of 
their fuel. That fact in itself is 
unique because it is difficult to con- 
ceive how it would be possible for 
an important industry to suffer al- 
most total paralysis for an extended 
period without a serious economic 
reflex on other lines of business. 


No Mine Wages Since April 1.

HONOLULU, July 6. — Rising 
from the runway at Oakland Air- 
port, we headed across San Fran- 
cisco Bay in the direction of the 
Golden Gate. Beyond that famous 
passage—more than 2,300 miles be- 
yond—lay the Hawaiian Islands, a 
mere dot on the broad Pacific. 

To..ard this dot we headed, with 
our big Fokker gathering speed and 
steadily climbing. Below and behind 
us we could see the blue-gray water 
of San Francisco Bay, dotted with 
ferryboats, the islands no larger 
than small hillocks. 


,Even’ the buildings of the two 
cities were dwarfed from our height: 
Alcatraz guarded the entrance of 
the harbor like a grim sentinel as 
we sped pust to its left. 

Around us in various: directions 
were formations of’other airplanes. 
None came very closé, as their pilots 
did not wish») te interfere with our 


Just after 'we-eleared the Golden 
Gate we could pick up the Farallone 
Islands, blue in the distance and 
pu.tly. obscured by the haze. “hese 
passed about six miles to the south, 
and now we.had nothing ut the 
open sea ahead for: more than 2,300 
miles. 


Set Course Direct for Hawaii. 


The Army Air Corps uses land 
miles instead of nautical, or sea, 
miles in its records and descriptions, 
and from Oakland Airport to the 
island of Maui, the centre of the 
Hawaiian group, is just 2,400 land 
miles. 


The fresh northwest vied was 
blowing, and to get on a direct course 
we put our plane on a magnetic 
heading of 233 degrees, measured 
the drift and then directed our 
course so that we knew we were 
heading directly toward the Hawai- 
ian group, 

Right here we had to change our 

plan of measuring drift: We had 
intended to use the smoke bomb 
method, dropping a smoke bomb to 
the surface of the sea and then by 
the simple method of sighting back 
over the tail of our plane determin- 
ing how far, with reference to the 
smoke bomb on the surface, we were 
drifting before the wind. 
_ But with the morning sun right in 
our eyes, reflecting dazzlingly on 
the surface of the sea, the use of 
smoke bombs was impossible. 

Therefore we adopted a different 
method, that of sighting through the 
window in the floor of the cockpit 
down. on the spume left on the sur- 
face by passing waves. | 

Prepared to Test Radio Beacons. 

It would be too detailed to explain 
, | brecisely how this’ is done. It suf- 
"| fices. to say that for practical. pur- 
poses this measurement with refer- 
ence to waves was effective and 


After measuring our drift we pre- 
pared to’ get directions from the 
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concentration on the task in hand. -

Over at Paia we knew that the 
Army Signal Corps was doing its 
share to direct us by this radio bea- 
con. We lowered our antenna to 
pick up a signal and tuned in on 
1,085 meters wave length. Immedi- 
ately we picked up beacon signals 
from San Francisco, which reas- 
sured us as to our direction. 


The sun rose higher in the sky 
and we drove steadily southwest 
over the Great Circle route. We 
were flying between 1,500 and 2,000 
feet high at air speed of 107 miles 
ai. hour. 

Just outside we saw the gray bulk 
of the army transport Chateau 
Thiérry, inbound for San Francisco. 


Trouble With Induction Compass. 


A little while later we noticed that 
our induction compass did not func- 
tion, due to a minor defect which 
could. easily ‘be corrected on the 
ground but not in the air. 


This did not worry us particularly, 
but it did add one more obstatle ‘to 
‘overcome in holding to our course. 

At the end of the first hour while 
both of us were sitting in the pilot’s 
cockpit listening to the beacon signal 
through the headphones, the signals 
suddenly ceased. 

It was impossible to proceed with 
repairing or readjustment of ou ra- 
dio receiving apparatus. In fact, we 
were not sure at first whether the 
radio beacon had stopped or whether 
our receiver was out of order; but 
later we found it was the receiver. 

*bout this time clouds were ob- 
served dead ahead, stretching a con- 
siderable distance north and south of 
ou, course. It was then necessary 
t. make a decision on ~hether to fly 
below the clouds or above them. 


Forced Down to 300 Feet. 


Drift measurements being import- 
ant at this time, and expecting that 
there would be holes through the 
clouds for sun observations with our 
sextant, we decided to fly below the 
clouds. 

This brought us down to @ little 
below 1,000 feet and gradually 
forced us down to 3800 feet, which 
war our approximate altitude for the 
remainder of that day. 


As the sun had now risen a little 
higher, further attempts were made 
to obtain drifi measurements by 
means of smoke bombs. The air be- 
low the clouds, however, was. very 
bumpy, causing the tail of our plane 
to weave through a larger angle. 

This motion introduced such inac- 
curacy that’ the method was not con- 
sidered desirable enough to continue, 
The’ wind ‘also’ was swinging grad- 
ually around.to. the north and in- 
creasing »in force. This ‘caused 
smoke from the bomb to. lie down on 
the. water, making: it difficult to ob- 
tain any ‘sight. | 

First Observation in the Sun. 

The method of measuring drift 
through » ‘the window “of the ‘floor, 
therefore, was continued. Two smcke 
bombs had been tried; but’ due to the 
burhpy conditions’ below clouds both 
trials were-without success. No fur- 
ther attempt was made during the 
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remainder of the flight to use smoke 
bombs. 

About 300 miles out our first ob- 
servation was taken on the sun with 
our air sextant. The position lines 
obtained from these observations 


being nearly at right angles to our 


course, they gave us a check as to 
distance traveled from which we 
could deduce our ground speed. 

By tables prepared in advance we 
were able quickly to determine our 
position. This advance preparation 
of tables and our use of them is, we 
believe, something quite new in air 
navigation, 


Making Way by ‘Avigation.’ 


We might call this “avigation,” 
that is, navigation of the air. 

We were going over a lonely sea 
from the time we passed the Cha- 
teau Thierr) just after leaving the 
California coast until 2:40 o’clock 
that afternoon, San Francisco time, 
when we saw the Oceanic liner So- 
noma. Not another craft had been 
in view, The Sonoma was a welcome 
sight for*two reasons. First, it gave 
evidence of other humans near us 
and, second, it showed us again that 
we were as we had planned, on the 
great circle route, since the plane 
was following the same. course as 
that taken by steamers in the lane 
from San Francisco to Honolulu. 

Beyond that the clouds became a 
little thicker, with rain squalls all 
aroun! us. We drove quickly through 
or passed the rain squalis.and, gen- 
erally. had good visibility. 


Maitland asked Hegenberger if it 
was not about tinie to sight the 
steamer, and genberger, after 
checking, said we should meet the 
Sonoma within twenty-five miles in 
about. fifteen minutes. .

Never a Thought of Food. 


We had not thought of. food, 
strange as that may seem to lands- 
men. our whole attention being con- 
centrated on the job in hand.

This. engine 
trouble did not slow us up percep- 
tibly and worked off in a _ short 
time. | 

The sun was now dropping lower 
in the western sky and we were al- 
ready looking for the next expected

stronger, but still — insufficiently 
strong for a radio bearing. 

As we knew our position fairly 
closely, we did not proceed further 
along this new bearing in the direc- 
tion of the Cleveland, bué resumed 
our course toward the islands. 

Darkness was now coming over 
the vast sea. The clouds had ‘been 
growing thicker and deeper during 
the latter part of the afternoon. 

As the ceiling was very low below 
the clouds and as we had no moon- 
light to fly through we climbed 
above the clouds*to 10,000 feet in 
order to make celestial observations 
during the evening. 

At 10,000 feet it was. extremely 
cold, even in late June, and we were 
constantly shivering. 
figured on going so high and hence 
wore only our regular ‘service uni- 
forms with thin cotton flying suits 
covering them:

PARIS, July 9.—Ne future political 
development in. Europe can be pre- 
dicted with any greater degree of 
certainty than a political union be- 
tween Germany and Austria. It may 
not come for a few years; it may 
come in a few months; but it seems 
sure to come some time. 

_ Anschluss between the two German- 
speaking countries would be fraught 
with great significance for al] Eu- 
rope, for certainly its success would 
be taken by Berlin as a long step to- 
ward the establirhment of a Mittel- 
europa, plans for which call for the 
inclusion, economically, of Hungary 
in the corbination to be put on foot 
by the inclusion, politically, of little 
Austria within the Germanic cadre. 
Now we are to have no picture of 
the German giant swallowing up Aus- 
tria.

Is League a Real Barrier? 


It is perfectly true that this would 
be contrary to the treaty of St. Ger- 
main as written and would call for 
authorization beforehand by the 
Council of the League of Nations. 
Both Berlin and Vienna know they 
could not unite prior to authorization 
by the League Council. But will that 
be a real barrier? : 

Suppose Vienna and then Berlin de- 
clares for union. What can the Allies, 
or what can the League Council do 
about it? Economic measures, or 
perhaps an economic blockade of 
Austria? Germany would be'there to 
help her along handsomely. War? 


That seems impossible. 
The Little Entente, and especially 
ovakia might be willing to 
fight about it, but they would not 
dare to do so without France’s help, 
and it is not possible to foresee 
France @ to war to disrupt a 
union between Germany and Austria.

PARIS, July 9.—While Paris has| he 
been lavishing admiration upon Colo- 
nel Lindbergh, Commander Byrd and 
his crew of transatlantic fliers and 
those other ocean airmen, Clarence 
Chamberlin and Charles A. Levine, 
there has been happening down in 
Normandy a reconciliation, with thé 
public burial of a 900-year-old battle- 
axe. 

That little misunderstanding be- 
tween France and England which 
culminated in the Battle of Hastings 
in 1066 has been converted into an- 
other hyphen of unity. At Falaise, | 
where Robert of Normandy had that 
flirtation with Arlette, the tanner’s 
daughter, which resulted in the in- 
vasion of England and the founda- 
tion of a new dynasty of Kings and 
Emperors, Normans and Englishmen 
have been reveling in protestations 
of forgiveness and friendship. 

The Mayor of Hastings, in his robes 
and chain, has kissed the Mayor of 
Falaise on both cheeks, and so after 
900 years there is~peace again, and 
that unpleasantness is now finally 
over. 

It has been proposed that the de- 
signatory cognomen of ‘“The Con- 
queror’’ be dropped and that William 
be known merely as William the Nor- 
man.

the most that can be expected is to 
break even, while every effort is be- 
ing made to so'reorganize Italian in- 
dustry as to enter into the next 
with a certainty of being able to beat 
— competition. 

Signor Benni’s speech brought out 
the ip. rage t' point that the Govern- 
ment given a pledge that the 
present level of exchange will be 
maintained ‘‘firmly and indefinite- 
ly." Assurances to this effect had, as 
a matter of fact, been given by the 
Minister of Finance, Count Volpi, in 
recent public utterances, but never 
in such explicit form. ‘It may be, 
therefore, definitely assumed that 
the Government’ s revaluation policy 
has been thrown overboard; at least 
for a very long time to come. 

The battle which for several 
months past has been raging be- 
tween the supporters of revaluation 
and the supporters of stabilization 
has now ended in victory for the lat- 
ter. But it is not a final victory. 
The Government has not yet been 
definitely won over to the policy of 
stabilization. All official utterances 
on the subject state merely that 
every effort will be made to main- 
exchange at its present level 
‘‘for a —* long time,’’ but this re- 
serves to the Government the right 
to reopen the question when the time 
is ripe. 

The general impression, however, 
is that the time never will be * for 
a resumption of revaluation. blic 
sentiment is swinging more and 
more in favor of stabilization. It is 
generally believed that exchange will 
remain at the present level till the 
proper moment comes, not to force 
the lira up again, but to effect a 
conversion and peg it at about eigh- 
teen or twenty to the dollar perma- 
nently.

Labor Courts Have First Case.

‘motables -who were certainly not 
enamored of Hohenzollern imperial- 
ism he linked the virtues and tradi- 
tions of the Reich’s imperial past 
with the democratic movement of its 
republican present, in phrases so dis- 
creet that they could not give offense 
to the old ‘‘Tiger,”’ Clemenceau, him- 
self. 

Usually, however, German utter- 
ances on this subjeet tend to stir up 


foreign brand. The. allied peoples, 
having fought to make Germany safe 
for democracy by ousting its Kaiser, 
are naturally displeased and distrust- 
ful when German orators laud the 
imperia] era.

Politicians Spring to Arms. 


At the first mention of so radical 
a suggestion as commemorating the 
birth of a constitutional democracy 
in the erstwhile realm of the Hohen- 
zollerns the political parties sprang 
to arms. The Nationalists demanded 
that Jan. 18, the date the old em- 
pire was founded, likewise be de 
clared a national holiday. The Catho- 
lic Centre advocated celebrating the 
signing of the Constitution on Aug.

Signs of Progress. 

Whatever may be the outcome of 
the wrangle over the sign, Boston 
has in instances not a few made con- 
céssions to the claims of business. 
The city is in the midst of a great 
building campaign. Scores of office 
buildings, ‘many of them designed 
with an eye for permanent beauty, 
have been erected in the last few 
years. 

The deficiency in hotels has been 
overtaken. And again and again the 
height limits have come under dis- 
cussion. In 1904 these were estab- 
lished for the business centre at 125 
feet. A relatively recent amendment 


has lifted this limit to 155 feet. The 
Statler Hotel would not have been 
constructed had not its floor area 
been increased by the addition of 
these 30 feet of altitude. 

Yet in various ‘ways the old laws 
were eluded. Consider the Tremont 
Building. It is on Tremont Street 
but technically it does not face that 
main thoroughfare. It faces the 
alley in its rear. The ground slopes 
downward from the alley to the 
street. By calculating its height 
from the alley frontage the height 
limit on the Tremont Street frontage 
is in excess of the law. But thus the 
building ns a story. 

Again, the new Parker House, just 
opened, exceeds the height limit 
which, under the law, would restrict 
it to two and a half times the width 
of Tremont Street. But this street is 
to be widened when the massive Tre- 
mont Building is.torn down and the 
Street Commissioners have estab- 
lished a new building line in the rear 
of the present line. The hotel was 
built on the basis of the anticipated 
width of the street and not its actual 
width. 

Like matters are involved in the 
application of the new laws under 
the zoning system. The Zoning act 
was passed three years ago. Several 
times since there have been sharp 
clashes over its operation. A few 
weeks down at the foot of 
Beacon Hill on Embankment Road 
facing the Charles River basin pro- 
moters proposed to erect a splendid 
apartment hotel with a height of 155 
feet, which would be far in excess of 
the height limit for that kind of 
building on that site and would ex- 
ceed the height of the topmost plot 
of und at the summit of Beacon 
Hill by 66 feet.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.—With 
the Navy Department objecting to 
the proposed bridge across San Fran- 
cisco Bay and the War Department 
intimating that it will endorse this 
objection, it begins to look as if pres- 
sure from the West might make a 
local question become a subject for 
debate in Congress. 

Admiral Eberle, chief of naval 
operations, objects to the bridge be- 
cause he believes it would be a war- 
time menace, He contends that con- 
siderations of national defense re- 
quire that San Francisco Bay be left 
without any barriers to a naval base, 
a naval airport and a naval anchor- 
age inside the protected haven of the 
Golden Gate. 

The question accordingly arises 
whether the navy’s interpretation of 
national defense is paramount to a 
recognized need in the commercial 
development of San Francisco. 

Naturally the city is not in agree- 
ment with the navy on this question, 
and some pungent editorials have ap- 
peared in the San Francisco news- 
papers about the ‘‘bureaucratic 
mind’’ that is impatient whenever 
confronted with proposals for a de- 
parture from routine. 

It is not suggested that the Navy 
Department has any hostile feeling 
for San Francisco, since Secretary 
Wilbur hails from here, but it is inti- 
mated that some of the navy gray- 
beards are as conservative in the 
matter of bridges as they have been 
in the matter of aviation. 

Representative Britten of Illinois, 
ranking member of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee of the House, told 
the San Francisco delegation who 
went to Washington with the bridge 
proposal that he would be willing to 
have the matter thrashed out in Con- 
gress by introducing a bill when it 
convenes in December. This bill 
would authorize the Secretary of War 
to issue a permit for the proposed 
span from Rincon Hill in San Fran- 
cisco to the Alameda mole on the 
east bay shore. 

Such a bill would lead to a show-

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The 
late Louis A. Coolidge, author of 
a highly praised life of Grant, 
used to say that a city whose 
streets were numbered and let- 
tered could never be the scene of 
an outstanding political novel. 

Opportunity of modifying in 
some measure Mr. Coolidge’s ob- 
jection to Washington’s street 
nomenclature is now afforded by 
the plans of the Public Buildings 
Commission and the Fine Arts 
Commission for the construction 
of an impressive group of build- 
ings. These plans contemplate 
the widening of what is now B 
Street and its extension so as to 
provide a highway upon which 
these handsome structures will 
front. 

B Street is hardly impressive 
enough for such a thoroughfare 
and the intention to change the 
name invites suggestions for des- 
ignating it in a way that will be 
commensurate with its dignity 
and importance, and at the same 
time carry the identifying color- 
ing that has come to be applied 
to the Quai d’Orsay, Whitehall 
and Wilhelmstrasse.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, June 30.— 
America’s first School of Tropical 
Medicine in the tropics has com- 
pleted its first year here and the 
first person to receive a certificate 
from the institution is Dr. Gurbax 
Singh Sant of Amritsar, India, who 
was the first student to enroll when 
the school opened last Fall. 

Under the joint auspices of the 
University of Porto Rico and Colum- 
bia University, New York, the School 
of Tropical Medicine is the out- 
growth of work begun by the Insular 
Government twenty years ago when 
a first appropriation was made for 
the study and prevention of trans- 
missible diseases in Porto Rico and 
the tropics. 

In 1920 the Porto Rican Govern- 
ment made an appropriation for the 
further carrying on of this work 
through the establishment of the In- 


stitute of Tropical Medicine and 
Hygiene. ‘This institute formed the 
base on which the new medical 
school was founded for. graduate re- 
search and study, Columbia Univer- 
sity joining with the University of 
Porto Rico in the enterprise. 
American medical schools teach 
tropical medicine, but are without 
the facilities for .research and ob- 
servation in the tropics. England

The purpose of Columbia and the 
University of Porto Rico in estab- 
lishing a school for tropical medical 
research here was to have within 
the American tropics a school equal 
to any to be found in the world, 
where physicians planning to prac- 
tice in the tropics might complete 
their studies under conditions simi- 
lar to those under which they would 
later carry on their work. 

Back of this, of course, is the de- 
termination . to eliminate disease 
from the tropics and continue the 
clean-up s0 notably started in the 
Canal Zone. Circling the earth on 
either side of the Equator is a vast 
strip in which, except in rare in- 
stances, it is not healthful for white

men to live. The purpose of the 
school is to so rid this strip of dis- 
ease as to make it more livable and 
more comfortable for mankind. 

The problem is one of general ed- 
ucation, in which trained medical 
men are believed to be the only mis- 
sionaries who can carry the neces- 
sary knowledge to the people.

ated from most tropical countries, 
but other maladies almost as seri- 
ous remain.

FOUND 20 VOLCANOES 
ON ALEUTIAN ISLANDS 


Dr. Jaggar Reports a New Steam- 
ing Cone of Hot Lava 
on Bogosloff. 


DUTCH HARBOR, Alaska, July 9 
).—With a report of having seen 
twenty large volcanoes, Dr. T. A. 
Jaggar, volcanologist from Hawaii, 
in charge of volcano investigations 
for the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, has returned here from a cruise 
among the western Aleutian Islands 
to Atka, on the Coast Guard cutter 
Unalga. Both the Bogosloff and Ga- 
us volcanoes are active, Dr. Jaggar 
said. 

With stage pa te gg Perkens of the 
rep, oe ‘apeer landed on Bogos- 
loff land. ere he found a new 
steaming inner cone of hot rough 
lava in the volcano, surrounded by 
a ring-shaped lagoon of warm salt 
water.

The surround- 
ing ground is pitted with recently 
fallen bombs, covered with big 
pumice blocks, gravel, sand and ash.

and sand benks. There was sulfur- 
ous steam, but no noxious gas was 
encountered.

The chief avowed object of President 
COOLIDGE in calling the naval conference 
at Geneva was to cut down expenditures 
on ships of war. It was a part of his 
general program of economy. He would 
rélieve the taxpayer of burdens in the 
way of naval armament that might be 
found to “be needless if international 
agreements could be made. Of course, 
there was the incidental hope that the 
causes and incitements to war would be 
reduced along with warships. The con- 
ference was in pursuance of the dis- 
armament proposals favored by the 
League of Nations and was therefore 
thought of asin the. interest of peace. 
Yet the motive uppermost with our Gov- 
ernment was frankly stated to be to 
bring down the naval budgets. 

This main purpose was plainly under- 
stood by the British Admiralty. Accord- 
ingly its first proposals at Geneva were 
made with the apparent object of lower- 
ing; the cost of navies. This was true 
even in the matter of the British sug- 
gestion of extending the age-limit of 
battleships. If this had been adopted, it 
Was argued that it would have meant 
@ saving of some $750,000,000 among 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan. In a similar spirit was appar- 
ently conceived the British plan to build 
smallér cruisers. in the future—7,500 
tons instead of 10,000. Here was seem- 
ingly an offer in the very spirit of the 
economy urged by the British Govern- 
ment.

THE AUTOMOBILE STAND- 
ARD. 


In the United States there is now one 
automobile for every five of the popula- 
tion. In the rest of the world the ratio 
is one car for every sixty-five people. 
Does this mean that Americans are thir- 
teen times as well off as the inhabitants 
of less fortunate climes? Foreign ob- 
servers of American civilization are in- 
clined to go along with American on- 
lookers on the foreign scene in taking 
the motor car as an index of well-being. 
But the foreigner speaks with provisos; 
and even the proudest of Detroiters will 
scarcely maintain that happiness in 
Great Britain, where the cars are one 
for every forty-three persons, is only one- 
eighth as intense or as widespread as in 
this country. The reference here is not 
to spiritual satisfactions as a counter- 
balance to material well-being and me- 
chanical comforts. On the very ground 
of material prosperity we are in danger 
of getting a distorted view when we 
compare our more than 22,000,000 cars 
with Great Britain’s less than 1,000,000. 
Russia and China are not the abodes of 
material bliss, but even in those coun- 
tries the average man is not a thousand 
times to five thousand times poorer than 
the average American; yet that would 
be the implication of 21,000 automobiles 
in Russia and less than 19,000 in China. 

Comparing “ real” wages, national in- 
come, national wealth in this country 
and in Great Britain, we find, roughly, 
that Americans are about one and a half 
times as well off as Britons. Say twice 
as well off and we are still far away 
from the automobile ratio in the two 
countries. It is evident, then, that 








; American prosperity is not the sole ex- 


planation, nor perhaps the chief explana- 
tion, of the American automobile. There 
enter into consideration national habits, 
national psychology, national values. 
American mobility, described in less 
optimistic moods as restlessness, will ac- 
count in part for concentration on the 
motor car at the expense of other com- 


forts and satisfactions. American inven- 


tive genius and predilection for the ma- 
chine is another explanation. Till re- 
cently the favorite standard of com- 
parison was the bathtub. There, too, we 
lead the world by a very wide margin, 
but not by anywhere like the automobile 
margin. The porcelain bathtub is com- 
fortable and civilized, but it does not 
minister to the appetite for movement 
and speed. That is why in the recent 
Literary Digest survey of middle-class 
small-town civilization in America the 


percentage of automobiles was far higher 


than the percentage of bathtubs. 

Even more striking in that survey is 
the disparity between automobiles and 
what most foreign peoples emphasize 
as a basic comfort in middle-class life-— 
namely, servants in the house. More 
than 60 per cent. of the canvassed fami- 
lies had cars, but only 3 per cent. em- 


ployed a full-time servant. This showing 


would be considerably modified in our 
favor by mechanical appliances in the 
house. Washing machines, central heat- 
ing, mechanical sweepers and cleaners 
save time and labor. But they do not 
dispense with them. A woman in the 
house is needed to run the mechanical 
washer and sweeper. In the American 
family with an income of $4,000 there 
will be an automobile, but rarely a maid. 
In the English family of the same in- 
come there will be no car, but there are 
very likely a couple of buxom maids 
from Devon or Yorkshire. Income for 
income, on the moderate level, the Eng- 


lish housewife has probably more leisure 


than the American. In 1920 we had 
8,400,000 persons in domestic and per- 
sonal service for a population of 105,- 
000,000. England and Wales had more 
than 2,000,000 people in similar service 
for @ population of 38,000,000. By the 
automobile standard of comfort we would 
be twenty times as well off as the Eng- 
lish. By command over domestic ser- 
vice they would be nearly twice as well 
off as we are.

make itself clear.

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NEW YORK TO OLD YORK. 


It is a happy circumstance that 
through the voices of Bishop MANNING 
and Bishop BrReNt New York could re- 
late itself to the York whose whole his- 
tory ALCUIN, the famous scholar, sum- 
moned to the court of CHARLEMAGNE, 
sang in Latin verse more than a thou- 
sand years ago: (Versus de patribus, 
regibus et sanctis Eboracensis eéccle- 
siae).

STANTINE the Great, the first Christian 
Emperer, was inaugurated there. While 
its fame begins it does not end with 
this Roman chapter. As a city it might 
have faded into the common light of the 
late centuries for all its imperial past, 
were it not for an event of temporal as 
well as spiritual significance that hap- 
pened thirteen hundred years ago—two 
hundred years after the Romans with- 
drew from Britain. It was in the year 
627 that King EDWIN ‘was baptized 
there in an improvised wooden chapel 
within the old Roman fort. The story 
of the conversion of this “heathen” 
King deserves to be kept in memory: 

At a meeting of the Wise Men of his 

realm, held at the foot of the Wolds In 
the East Riding, he asked them their 
opinion of the new teaching. Two of 
their answers are preserved. The 
heathen chief priest declared, coarsely, 
that his careful practice of his old 
religion had brought him no more 
good fortune than that of other folk; 
he would try gladly what the new 
teaching was good for. A far more 
reverent answer was made by a noble 
man: he compared man’s life to the 
flight of a sparrow through the King’s 
lighted hall on a Winter evening— 
from the darkness into the darkness 
again. If the new teacher could throw 
light on life here or life after death, 
let him be heard.

Economists spéak of the “indtstrial |. 


revolution’ when they refer to the pro- 
found change wrought by the introduc- 
tion of the steam engine. When we con- 
sider that the per capita consumption. 
of raw materials has increased ninefold 
since the time of Queen ELIZABETH, and 
that the chemist rather than the engi- 
neer will henceforth be expected to keep 
pace with human demands, who knows 
but the term “chemical revolution” 
may appear in the literature of econom- 
ics to define the influence of the labora- 
tory on human affairs? That the chem- 
ist already plays the spotlight rdéle in 
industry was well brought out by Dr. 
JOHN E. TEEPLE, winner of the Perkin 
Medal in chemistry for 1927. “Look 
over your automobile piece by piece,” 
he bids us, “and see whether you can 
“find anything, except possibly wood, 
“ from the tires to the top, and from the 
“lenses to the tail-light, that has not 
“undergone chemical transformation.” 
He boldly asserts that ultimately all 
manufacturing will be chemical, with 
the exception of cutting, fitting, weav- 
ing and molding. 

The signs are unmistakable that even. 
raw materials are to be created. Al- 
though the world is now glutted with 
petroleum, German and French chem- 
ists have been conducting research for 
over a decade to devise a commercial . 
method of producing motor fuels from 
gases. The Chilean nitrate industry is 
making its last stand with the aid of 
American capital and efficiency. Now 
that the X-rays have revealed the dif- 
ference in atomic structure between nat- 
ural and synthetic rubber, nature will 
ultimately be mimicked in the factory 
at a cost that*business men will not con- 
sider p erous. The catalysts hold 
enormous and still undreamed of poten- 
tialities. When by their means. vile- 
smelling fish oils can be converted into 
boudoir soaps, and nitrogen can be fixed 
in the form of ammonia, the manufac- 
turer who does not keep abreast of the 
chemical times “will wake up some 
“morning to find himself with a good 
“plant and large capacity for produc- 
“tion but with no market,” to quote Dr. 
TEEPLE again. Even agriculture is not 
impregnable against these onslaughts. 
The late Dr. DANIEL BERTHELOT and, 
more recently, J. B. S. HALDANE were 
not romancing when they pictured the 
synthetic manufacture of foodstuffs 
with the aid of nothing but gases and 
ultra-violet rays.

While it is 
true that the method of byying men- 
tioned is quite general in scope and 
not confined to the purchase of gar- 
ments merely, it seems also to be 
pretty well established that it was 
resorted to in that line before it was 
more widely applied. When styles 
were fixed at the opening of a sea- 
gon there was abundant opportunity 
for piraters of designs to get in their 
fine work and reproduce the reign- 
ing modes in cheaper material and 
workmanship. So it happened not 
infrequently that a woman arrayed 
in fashionable garb would, a week or 
two later, find her cook or house 
meid clad in similar finery, @ con- 
dition that was regarded as intoler- 
able. So the habit began, on the part 
of the reputable element-in the 
manufacture of women’s wear, to 
keep getting out new designs every 
once in so often for the purpose of 
thwarting the work of the copyists.

ports were $207,167,663 less. There 
was an increase in exports to every 
one of the grand divisions, the big- 
gest to Europe, which received about 
$75,000,000 more, while over $28,000,- 
000 more went to North America and 
$21,500,000 to Asia. Among the indi- 
vidual countries to which export 
gains are shown are Germany with 
$69,000,000 more, Canada with $40,-. 

000,000, British India with $14,000,000 
and Japan with over $9,000,000. Ex- 
ports to Soviet Russia increased 
$9,800,000. Decreases in exports in- 
cluded $30,000,000 to France, $15,000,- 
000 to Italy, $12,000,000 to Mexico, 
nearly $8,000,000 to Chile, over 
$6,500,000 to China, about $4,000,000 
to Cuba and $3,300,000 to Russia. 
Nearly one-half the exports went to 
Europe, while North American coun- 
tries took more than one-quarter of 
the total. On the import side the 
proportions are different. ‘The ship- 
ments from Asia led with about one- 
third of the total, those from Europe 
being slightly less. Each one of the 
continents showed a decrease, the 
largest loss being from Asia and 
amounting to $112,000,000. Among the 
increases in imports from individual 
countries were: Colombia, $18,000,-

DIRECT A BUSINESS |= 


Wasted Efforts on Details or 
Checking Subordinates’ 
Initiative Is Futile. 


—— — — 

Probably no greater handicap to 
the success of many commercial and 
industrial enterprises. exists than 
the failure of the men at the head 
of them to realize that managing a 
business does not mean directing 
every detail. They fail to consider 
the fact that, rather than this, it 
means the building up of an organi- 
zation which brings into play a co- 
ordinated pressure from the minds 
of a number of men, each a special- 
ist in his line and having full op- 
portunity of bringing into action his 
trained ability. In this way, accord- 
ing to J. P. Jordan, a well-known 
management engineer of this city, 
real results are accomplished—re- 
sults which mean not only progress 
but profits. 

“Some years ago,” said Mr. Jor 
dan in a recent talk with a Times 
reporter, ‘‘I had the misfortune of 
working with a company whose 
president was one of the worst ex- 
amples of bombastic dictation, 
cloaked in a thin veneer of paternal- 
istic management, that it is possible 
to find. By many he was called a 
‘slick one. He admitted openly and 
repeatedly that he was probably the 
most capable administrative head 
possessed by any company in his in- 
dustry. He would spend hours talk- 
ing about himself and what he could 
do, never losing a chance to empha- 
size the opinion that; were it not 
for him, the company he headed 
would be out of business. As a mat- 


ter of fact the business lost money | b 


enough in some years fully to equal 
the profits of others. 

‘‘This President, like others of his 
kind, was particularly offensive 
around Christmas time. He would 
cali in one employe after another 
and present each with what he called 
a bonus check. He insisted that this 
bonus was not a part.of their re- 
muneration, but was in recognition 
of special endeavors on their part.

Supreme Court Holds Mutual 
_ Concerns Need Not Pay Levy 
on Their Reserves. 


HUGHES CONDUCTED CASE 


Contended in the Mutual Benefit Co. 
Action That Funds Were Invested 
Capital Made Up of Premiums. 


A test case to determine whether 
insurance companies must 


opinion in a suit of the Mutual Bene- 
fit Insurance Company became avail- 
able. The Court upheld the conten- 
tion of Charles E. Hughes, acting for 
the insurance company, that the re- 
serve funds were made up of pre- 
’ “mfums paid in by the policy holders, 
and constitute invested capital, and 
therefore were not subject to the 
wartime excess profits assessment. 

The record of the case showed that 
the Mutual Benefit Company has no 
capital stock, and that its members 
are its policy holders. They paid in 
a fixed premium which exceeded 
the natural premiums. The excess 
amounts were put aside to constitute 
@ reserve fund to maintain the in- 
surance in later years. These pre- 
miums, with the increments derived 
from them, formed the total assets 
of the company. 


Had to Maintain a Reserve. 


The Mutual Company was required 
by State laws to maintain a legal 
reserve, amounting to more than 
$186,000,000, in addition to which it 
maintained a further contingent re- 
serve as a margin of safety. The 
funds were invested in the com- 
‘pany’s office building and in Govern- 
ment bonds and other securities. The 

in its return in 1917 re- 

ported the two reserves as invested 
Se et tos ae returned its net income 
Sha an which an income 

vA of —— 500 was paid. The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue 
amended the return and levied a fur- 
ther assessment of $83,779. ‘The fig- 
ure was reached by deducting from 
the amount of invested capital re- 
turned the reserve of ,258,- 
796, which reduced the invested capi- 
tal to $14,719,043.

Twenty enty Out of Twenty-four 
Companies Show Increases 
3 —Decreases Small. 


HALF-YEAR REPORTS MADE 


improvement in Business for Six 
Months Appears as 13.9%— 
Statements Tabulated. 


Sales made in June by the first 
twenty-four chain organizations to 
report figures for that month 
amounted to $70,330,259, as compared 
with $52,282,169 in the same month 
last year, an increase of 12.9 per 
cent., according to compilations 
made by Tus New York Tiuezs. Only 
four of the companies reported de- 


Eleven com 
ed gains from 5.4 “ge 
seven, from 25.1 to r * 
and the remaining <n 3A par 
and 95.5 per cent. — ae ay 

The organizations reporting main- 
tain stores in every section of the 
country and ev important city, 
and sell at retail all varieties of 
merchandise including groceries, 
candy, shoes, clothing and medi- 
cines 

The sales of twenty-four companies 
for the first half of 1927 amounted 
to $404,037,617, against $354,698,891 in 
the first half of 1926. an increase of 
near! ,000,000, or .13.9 per cent. 
This is the same as the former 
except for the addition of Dominion 
Stores, Ltd., and the exclusion of 
Economical Drug Stores, for which 
complete records are not at hand. 

Four of the companies showed de- 
clines of 0.1 to 8.5 per cent, as com- 
pores with the first half of last year, 
ndicating that there has been no 
serious falling off in sales for any 
of the chain store businesses, tem- 
po conditions which affected 
some of the companies being due to 


ppear. 

Eleven of the companies re —— 
increases ranging from 7.7 to 22.2 
cent.; seven companies, ns A ond 
27.2 to 53.6 per cent., and the other | 
two, increases of 76.3 and 82.6 = 
cent. respectively. While all e 
companies more or less are adding to 
the number of stores in their chains, 
this factor is only partly responsible 
for the generally upward trend in 
sales as recent analysis show sales 
per unit for several companies higher 
than a year ago.

DISCRIMINATION INVOLVED 


Justice Stone in Opinion Finds 
Violation of Federal Statute— 
Kentucky Case Different.

terest in three decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court yester- 
day affecting the taxation of bank 
stocks and passing on the constitu- 


tionality of laws of Minnesota, Wis-| last 


consin and Kentucky. 

The leading opinion was written 
in the suit of the First National 
Dank of Hartford against the City of 
Hartford, Wis., in which a local tax 
on bank stock was declared unen- 
forceable, although the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin had upheld the 
law. : 

The record in the main case 
showed that Wisconsin taxes stocks 
of all banks, including national, as 
personal property within the assess- 
ment district in which the bank is 
located. A section of the law exempts 
from a tax “‘all moneys or debts due 
or to become due to any person, and 
all stocks and bonds including bonds 
issued by any county, town, city, 
village, school district or other po- 
litical subdivision of the State, not 
otherwise ally provided for. 

Hn as ge under the tute, the State 

vied a tax on the stock of the plain- 
tif: bank but imposed no assessment 
upon credits or intangibles other 
than shares of stock. e tax was 
paid under protest, and suit brought 
against the town to recover it. e 
trial court held the assessment il- 
legal, and when the Supreme Court 
of the State reversed the ruling the 
case went to the highest court on 
a writ of error. 


Justice Stone Writes Opinion. 


Justice Stone, delivering the opin- 
ion, recognized the fundamental 
proposition that national banks are 
taxable only as permitted by Con- 
gress, and said ‘‘National banks are 


not merely moneyed institutions, 
but agencies of the United States 
created under its laws to promote 
its fiscal policies; and hence the 
banks, their property, and their 
shares cannot be taxed under State 
authority except as Congress con- 
sents, and then only in conformity 
with the restriction attached to its 
consent.’’ 

The opinion said that the question 
presented to the Supreme Court was 

‘whether the tax imposed upon the 
shares of stock of plaintiff under the 
Wisconsin statutes is at a greater 
rate than that imposed upon other 
moneyed capital in the hands of in- 
dividual —— of Wisconsin em- 
‘ployed in substantial competition 
with national banks.’’ 

“From the sections cited,” said 
Justice Stone, “‘it appears that the 
tax statutes of Wisconsin discrimi- 
nate in favor of moneyed capital and 
capital investments within the State, 
——— by credits or intangibles 
and against that invested in s 
in banking corporations.’’ 

Declaring that capital need not be 
employed in an identical manner to 

in competition with national 
banks within the meaning of the 
statute, Justice Stone said: 


Meaning of Competition. 
“Competition in the sense intended 
arises not from the character of the 
business of those who compete but 
from the manner of the employment 
of the capital at their command.” 
Referring to Section 5219 of the 


Revised Statutes of the United 
States, providing that State taxation 
of bank stock “shall not be at a 
greater rate than is assessed upon 
other moneyed capital in the hands 
of individual citizens of such State,”’ 
the opinion said that to restrict. the 
meaning of this statute as was con- 
tended for by the Wisconsin author- 
ities ‘‘would defeat its pu * 
“It (Section 5219) was intended to 
prevent the fostering of unequal 
competition with the business of na- 
tional banks by the aid of discrimi- 
natory taxation in favor of capital 
invested by institutions or individ- 
uals engaged either in similar busi- 
nesses or in particular operations or 
investments like those of national 
. With the at increase in 
investments by individuals and the 
growth of institutions engaged in 
particular phases of banking, dis- 
crimination with respect to capital 
thus used could readily be carried 
to a point where the business of 
national banks could be seriously 
curtafled.”’ 


Similar Minnesota Decision. 


In the Minnesota case the First Na- 
tional Bank of St. Paul objected to 
a tax of nearly 60 mills a share on 
national and State bank stocks as- 
sessed at 40 per cent. of their value, 
while the sole tax levied upon money 
and credits was 8 milis, assessed at

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VEHICULAR TUBES 
‘ALMOST COMPLETED 


Efforts Being Made to Turn 
Them. Over to the Public 
Not Later Than Oct. 12. 


FANS ARE BEING INSTALLED 


Final Tests of the Ventilating 
System to Begin July 15— 
To Last Several Weeks. 


While the finishing touches to sec- 
tions of the Holland tunnel under the 
Hudson River are being completed 
and all of the other work in other 
sections is approaching the point 
when the completion of the work 
can be estimated, the two commis- 
sions having charge of the work, are 
still unable to set a date for turning 
over. the two great tubes for public 
use. Ole Singstad, chief engineer, 
said a few days ago that the final 
tests of the ventilating apparatus 
would probably begin about the 15th 
of the current month, and that it 
would be time enough to set a date 
for the opening of the tubes to the 
public when these were completed. 

He did not know how long these 
tests would take. So far there have 
been tests of small sections of the 
tubes, and these have been pro- 
nounced satisfactory, but tests of the 
entire 8,463 feet of the two’ tubes 
between the portals is a much bigger 
task, and one that is considered ab- 
solutely necessary. After these tests 
have been made it may be discovered 
that weak spots must be made 
strong, and that little suspected 
flaws must be attended to. 

“These complete tests may take a 
month. If they take no longer and 
there is no delay in the other work, 
the date of a ceremonial opening of 
the tubes: for public use may then be 
announced. A few weeks ago, E. W. 
Bloomingdale of the New York Com- 
mission expressed the hope that the 
tunnel would be ready for public use 
by Oct. 12, the seventh anniversary 
of the beginning of the work of con- 
struction. At that time this view was 
considered too pessimistic and it was 
thought that it would be possible to 
have the public opening a few weeks 
earlier. ~ 

But during the last few days the 
feeling has grown that if the work 
was completed and the tubes thrown 
open on this anniversary date all of

the public will not be delayed be- 
cause of a feeling of sentiment re- 
garding any particular date, but if 
the delay would amount to only a 
day or two, I think the opening 
should occur on Oct. 12.

You may have a 
dictator for your country if you 
like—I see you don’t like; we're all 
good at prescribing for other peo- 
ple—but for my country, never! We 
had a disastrous try at it. The pree- 
ent concentration Government is 
slow, of course, and difficult to 
harmonize, but it is the best rep- 
resentation possible of the divided 
sentiment of the country. It is a 
democratic solution, and the coun- 
try under it.

Tiw:Carrent América Stage Ofer Little 
~ Chance for Production to the So- 
Called “Intermediate Play” 


By H. T. PARKER. 


American theatre is a thea- 
‘tre of excess. It has parted 
company with continence. To 
be more excessive becomes its 
pleasure and its necessity. The play- 
houses of New York outnumber, pro- 
portionately, those of any other capi- 
tal; each year adds to them; else 
where in a wide country ‘‘the the- 
atrical business’ steadily dwindles. 
From time to time the statisticians 
of Equity compute the number of un- 
employed players. Usually it is im- 
posing—but not so imposing, to the 
wayfaring man, as the reported sal- 
aries of players who happen to be 
at work. The table of plays and 
musical pieces produced in New 
York through a season runs annually 
to new lengths. The quality, so far 
as retentive memories may recall it, 
is further proof of mass-production. 
Enough that no theatre is ‘‘dark”’ so 
long as there is something to thrust 
upon its stage and pay, or fail to 
pay, the weekly rent. 

Many of these plays are stencils— 
the blurred repetition of current 
stage fashions. More are mediocrity 
unrelieved. Others contain hardly a 
trace of essential theatrical quality 
or possible popular ‘appeal. In a 
theatre that practiced measure they 
would hardly find place. Over 
against them are the vast ‘‘suc- 
cesses.’’". Every one knows their 
course—the rise in prices at the box 
office, the proportionate ascent, and 
more, at the ticket brokers’; the run 
of a season in New York, the Chi- 
cago company, the Boston company, 
what not. Gather your roses while 
you may and pile them thick. 
such “‘success’” may offset a dozen 
potential failures. Even “‘repertory’”’ 
may throw out its chest with no less 
than six plays prospering in alter- 
nate weeks at these theatres. With 
the profits shall we not produce the 
exorbitant “‘Marco” of Mr. O'Neill? 
. Already the musical plays and the 
revues have become exorbitant. To 
an operetta from Vienna add a circus 
for New York. Multiply the ladies 
of the ensemble until nothing less 
'than three figures may 
them. Crowd the stage with enter- 
tainers of all degrees and rush them 
from turn to turn. Pile up the trap- 
pings to sensuous suffocation. Such 
pieces must draw “‘capacity’’ audi- 
ences or perish; in prices or in pro- 
duction the scale always mounts. 

Upon the audience play and per- 
formance must ever beat harder or 
stir it with novel sensations. Where 
two or three have raced the aisles 
and spoken from box or stall, ‘“The 
Spider’. joins a whole auditorium to 
the stage. Pace becomes.a passion, 
hard-hitting a necessity, and we sit 
agape and excited before ‘‘Broad- 
way.”’ Little by little, as a play pro- 
ceeds, we auditors master a thieves’ 
jargon or a backwoods dialect. Most 
of us.Jike the. tang.of occasional vul- 
garities, but a *‘Cradle-Snatchers’’ or 
a ‘Loose Ankles” must choke us 
with them. For a “‘smart’’ play a 
‘smart’? audience; and three acts of 
Mr. Maugham’'s chop-logic through 
“The Constant Wife.”’ By report of 
the cable, Mr. Gest has found a play 
with which he believes he can outdo 
“The Miracie.’’ If Mr. White con- 
tinues to inflate his revues, he will 
ultimately need a stage as large as 
that which contained Reinhardt's 
spectacle. Workaday reviewing has 
caught the infection. The play be- 
fore it is either ‘‘terrible’’ or ‘a 
_world-beater.” The public shares it 
/ aswell. At any price it must sit be- 
' fore the “‘successes’’; while Mr, Le-

Every producing manager of the 
better sort encounters such plays, 
lingers over them; in the present 
state of “‘the theatrical business’’ 
often. puts them .by. Ambition 
tempts, while prudence dissuades. 
If gamble he must,‘ then let the 
stake be more sizable. 


Every playreader can vouch for 
the continuing existence of these 
pieces. The harvest of the European 
stage usually yields admirable speci- 
mens. They are not written by il- 
literate nondescripts or imitative 
mediocrities. No more are they de- 
signed for 2 wide-spreading, many- 
headed public. The underlying idea, 
the embodying action, the character- 
ization and the conversation along 
the way are directed toward a 
particular understanding, taste and 
pleasure. Sometimes these plays in- 
carnate dramatically a debatable 


provide no more than intelligent en- 
tertainment.: They have been known 
to smack of the soil; they also dis- 
play artifice and sophistication; in 
them now and again may run some- 
thing .very like poetry. Often they 
exact no costly cast, no intricate or 
sumptuous staging. Grant them an 
outlet, and the producing manager 
believes reasonably that they will 
pay their way. 

Much too often our theatre of ex- 
cess denies him passage. It over- 
weighs him with rents and house 
charges. It husties him out of a 


It 
books him badly. In general and 
in particular it treats him as some- 
thing to be endured rather than en- 
couraged. It prefers the huge ‘‘suc- 
cess,”” with which ft can gamble 
hugely; or the utter failure that 
makes way for.some new guess- 
work. With it the outcome . must 
be all or nothing. The able but lim- 
ited play for the small but sufficient 
public has become the detrimental 
ofthe American theatre. Why fuss 
with it? -A “Play’s the Thing’ 
happens along no oftener than most

All things are not for all men, 
though upon that dpostolic pre- 
cept the American theatre conducts 
too much of its busifiess. The 
manager, the producer, the play- 
wright and the player, the reviewer 
even, still speak of “‘the public’”’ as 
though it were of one mind and one 
body. Possibly it is when a “‘Broad- 
way” or a “Spider,” a “Rio Rita’”’ 
or an “Oh, Kay!” is in question. 
These are plays that one must see 
or be “out of it’*—most deplorable 
of states in a land of “regular fel- 
lows” and of the theatre as conver- 
sational sauce to dinner or tea. No 
doubt “the public’ was also homoge- 
neous enough when. small fractions 
of it sat before the defile of nonde- 
script pieces across the New York 
stage last Spring. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, it loses unity. Shear away the 
fringes ‘that are. amused by Mr. 
John Howard Lawson or Mr, Em

| Must frafikly say that I have no 
@lear idea of his worth as a 
dramatist. If I add that I am in not} 
the least doubt about his genius, let 


of faith, not of-experience. It is not 
erlough to read his plays, as it is not 
enongh to read anybody’s plays; with 
all the will in the world you cannot 
transform your study into a theatre. 
And Strindberg, however incoherent 
or contradictory his ideas, had a 
marvelously searching sense of the 
theatre. Take, for example, ‘The 
Spook Sonata,”’ of which two mat- 
Inee performances have been given 
at the Globe Theatre. Read it, and, 
if you did not know it already, you 
will quite rightly conclude. that 
Strindberg was less sane than his 
fellows. Witness a performance of it 
and, although you will almost cer- 
tainly persist in the same conclusion, 
you will also discover the peculiar 
genius of that unhappy dramatist. 

His unhappiness and the morbidity 
of his tormented nature are writ- 
large in the extraordinary symbolism 
of this play of his. It is a bitter, 
painful play, reeking of the profound 
gloom in. which Strindberg sought— 
what shall we say?—salvation. ‘To 
love God,”’ Samuel Butler wrote in 
his notebooks, “is to have good 
health, good looks, good sense, ex- 
perience, a kindly nature, and a fair 
balance of cash in hand.“ (A splen- 
did fellow, Butler!). Strindberg had 
none of these things, excepting, pos- 
sibly, the experience; which brought 
him nothing but misery and the dev- 
astating belief in the biological infe- 
riority of women. Lacking them, sal- 
vation proved sheer tragedy of mind 
and spirit. A play like “The Spook 
Sonata” is the work of a man for 
whom the devil exists in everyday 
human guise. 

Let me, however, carry honesty to 
an extent which is, I am <ure, most 
unbecoming to criticism. Exactly 
what the play means I do not know. 
I cannot for the life of me pretend 
to understand the whole allegorical 
intention. Still more, I cannot decide 
what is allegory and what is not. 
And that, perhaps, is Strindberg’s 
justification. The symbols which he 
employs—the hyacinths,. the parrot 
cries of the woman hidden in the 
cupboard, the death screen, the fat 
vampire cook and her bottle of color- 
ing liquid, the harp, the ghost of the 
milkmaid—are dramatically sufficient 
in themselves. Interpret them as you 
like, as your experience or conscience 
decides, he seems to say. We are all 
guilty of crimes against one another, 
and we all lie to ourselves to escape 
the consequences of crime. We all 
pretend in different ways; one of us 
pretends that he is of noble birth, 
another that his lust is affection, an- 
other that his mania of cruelty is a 
passion for justice, yet another that 
her beauty is eternal. In brief, we 
flee from our own sufféring, while

At the Criterion Theatre there has 
been actéd a little comedy of ster- 
ling merit.

“Dearie” 


Is Unimpressive—“Fast and Furious” and “Naughty 


But Nice” Are Slambang Pictures With Brittle Comedy 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 


HE film presentations. last 
week did nothing to elevate 
the screen. Most of them were 
just mildly diverting and oth- 

ers were not even that. There was 
“Dearie” at the Roxy, a. photoplay 
concerned with an affectionate 
mother and a worthless son. As in 
most cases of this type, the mother 


undertakes to. do too much for a son, 


who doesn't possess a single likable 
trait. It is. his nature to be selfish, 
greedy and conceited. He imagines 
for some unknown reason that as a 
writer he possesses the rare spark of 
genius, but as one looks at this film 
one wonders why. even he should 
think he is clever. Imagination is 
certainly not his: forte. He is lazy 
and lacking in any filial devotion. 
He is, as a matter of fact, a boy 
who ought to have had a stern, sub- 
stantial, Irish mother, who would 
never have listened to his whining 
about literature. 

Mrs. Sylvia Darling, who adopts 
the stage name of Dearie when she 
goes forth to earn money by pre- 
siding over a night club, is far too 
lenient with this son, Stephen. She 
does not wish him to know that the 
death»of his father has left them 
both penniless and for that reason 
she undertakes work that is not con- 
genial to her. 

It is bad enough to have this youth 
idling, or trying his hand at neat- 
ness in penmanship, but to have him 
go absurdly cold to his mother’s em- 
bracé is annoying.. It is something 
that is never sufficiently strong in 
characterization to be interesting, 
and the producer is far too fond of 
stressing incidents and features. He 
tries to bolster up his scenes, but 
his efforts end in being like a story- 
teller emphasizing points for the 
benefit of childish minds. 

In one sequence Stephen goes to 
the apartment of a man-about-night- 
Gluibs and in a struggle with this in- 
dividual a revolver is’fired, the ‘bul- 
let penetrating a door behind which 
Mrs. Darling is concealed. Archie 
Mayo, the director, takes no little 
pains to show that Mrs. Darling in 
her haste to close the door had 
caught her gown in it. When the 
bullet strikes Mrs. Darling the fringe 
of her dress gradually disappears to 
show that she has fallen. Yet after 
this Mrs. Darling is vociferously de- 


out of the apartment. It is then 
that the tenant of the. place decides 
to ascertain whether Mrs. Darling is 
badly hurt, and he. soon realizes that 
she is about to faint.. Subsequently 
young Stephen is arrested, taken to 
a cell and eventually released be- 
cause nobody is willing to prosecute 
him. And in the’ end one has to be 
content with the idea that Stephen 
is going to turn over a sheaf of new 
leaves. 

Stephen is not the only. unnatural 
character in this film, There is a 
night club producer who permits 
sentiment to sway him, a rare type 
but hardly a convincing one. Irene 
Rich gives a really good perform- 
ance in the circumstances, but Wil- 
liam Collier Jr. makes one feel un- 
comfortable when, as Stephen, he 
strives’ to portray an outburst of 
contemptuous anger.

Physical Problem of Making | Scenes ‘That Show the: Speed of an 
Airplane — How’ It”Was’ Accomplished i in “Wings” 


question that haunts the di- 
rector, the scenario writer and 
producer of motion pictures is 
how to get a story on the 

Screen, Stories with dramatic ele- 
ments that can be picturized are re- 
latively scarce. That is why people 
find their favorite novels and their 
popular plays changed, sometimes 
beyond recognition, when they reach 
the screen,. An interesting twist to 
the story, an unusual situation, a 
strong characterization may have 
caused the motion picture producer 
to buy the film rights, but he was 
forced to change the body of the 
story to fit pictorial requirements. 

Perhaps one of the most difficult 
pictures ever made was ‘“Wings,’’ 
Paramount’s story of the American 
air service during the World War, 
which will be presented at the Crite- 
rion Theatre on Aug. 1. 

Airplanes have been used in pic 
tures many times, but far more air- 
plane stories than have been pro- 
duced have been rejected by studio 
scenario departments. The thrill of 
flying has inspired countless writers. 

Motiun picture producers learned 
long ago and sét down almost as 
axiomatic there is “no kick in 
air stuff.*’ the same standards 
that a r riding a horse is ideal 
cinematic material (this accounting 
for the popularity of Westerns), an 
airplane in movement is almost 
worthless in screen “thrill value.”’ 
There is usually no other object with 
which to contrast the movement of 
the plane. — 

John Monk Saunders, who wrote 
the story of “Wings,’”” and William 
Wellman, who directed it, thus faced 
a handicap when they started plans 
for production of “Wings.” Both 
had been aviators in France during 
the war and knew the materials with 
which they were working. Still, 
knowing their subject thoroughly, 
they faced the problem of practical 
cinematics. 

The Auto and the Horse. 

‘‘There’s only one reason why air- 
plane stuff, as the motion picture 
workers call it, usually fails to fur-: 
nish the interest it is intended. to 
give,"’ Mr. Wellman said recently 
during the editing of ‘the . picture,

So far as the Metsopéliten —————— 
are concerned, it would be a pleasure 
to ‘acknowledge an error of calcula- 
tion, and we are the last to propa- 
gate the cant about the superiority 
and ‘“‘atmosphere’’ of any and all 
European performances. But it is’ 
certain that a Handel opera would 
never be as impressive, as commu- 
nicative, as ‘“‘Radamisto’’ proved this 
evening in the Géttingen Theatre. 
It is a little theatre seating 800, sit- 
uated in the grounds of the univer- 
sity. The students make the orches- 
tra, as they did when we last heard 
them under the direction of Dr. 
Oskar Hagen in the same place, 
three years ago. Dr. Hagen, no 
longer here, now teaches the history 
of art at the University of Wisconsin 
but the tradition he founded here is 
preserved, and the reputation of the 
Handel Festivals which he originated 
eight years ago in this city has 
grown. Well that it is so, because 
Gottingen is .a place where these 
operas can flourish as they might 
not in more brilliant or worldly sur- 
roundings. It is pleasantly true that 
this place cannot have changed its 
appearance or its thinking very 
much in the last fifty years. It is 
three thousand-odd miles ‘and at 
least half a century from Broadway 
and Thirty-ninth Street. No taxis, 
few ‘‘conveniences.’’ Superbly, mon- 
umentally “‘slow.’’ The years drowse 
by. The hotel is a stone inn set 
among trees, and the big rooms are 
stolid and a little ghostly, like the 
last scene in the “Tales of Hoff- 
mann’; the fiendish Dr. Miracle 
might step around the corner of a 
hideous wardrobe and fiddle at you. 
The visitor is the object of cordiality 
and curiosity. There is much so 
clable guzzling in the cafés. The stu- 
dents fought duels three years ago, 
to personal knowledge, and no doubt 
continue to do so. The streets are 
empty at 1 A. M. save for a lusty 
soul the:happier for the ancient dis- 
taste for and absence of prohibition, 
or a reporter of musical affairs mail- 
ing his copy. The cafés remaining 
open have a pleasing alr of something 
strange afoot, and so have the shut- 
ters that look down from among the 
gables. Jean Paul should be the last 
novelist known to the inhabitants, 
who are more ‘‘advanced’’ than is 
proper. and read Shaw and Gals- 
worthy; Stefan and Schnitzler. But 
their existence is dubious in the light 
of the Géttingen moon, and the soul 
of the bourgeoisie remains pure and 
unsullied by them, Yes! there is still— 
there are still places like this in cor- 
‘ners of Germany, and these places 
and the. spirit of their inhabitants 
are conducive to a holy joy in and 
understanding of Handel’s operas. 


Tt was not so in the year 1720, 
when Handel opened the season of 
the Royal Academy with ‘‘Rada- 
misto,’’: the latest ‘‘novelty,”’ now 
one of the latest ‘‘revivals’’ of opera, 
and lords and ladies crowded into 
the place with “‘no shadow of form 
or ceremony, scarce, indeed, any ap- 
pearance of order or regularity, po- 
liteness or decency’’; when women 
fainteli, and gallants quarreled, and 
those were turned away who offered 
40 shillings for a seat in the gallery. 
Handel had just returned from en- 
gaging new singers on the Continent. 
There were whispers of Senesino, 
who had not yet come over from 
Italy, and Bononcini, ~»who was mo- 
mentarily to threaten Handel’s repu- 
tation. ‘‘Radamisto” had a good run. 
Handel, for an exception, gave him- 
self plenty of time to compose it and, 
contrary to his course in other com- 
positions, took very little music from 
other works to help him fill pages. 
He not only composed carefully, but 
revised. his score, notable for several 
‘unusual features, such as the early 
employment of French horns. The 
Gottingen production is a combi- 
nation of the first and second ver- 
sions. Haym was the librettist, as 
he was for a number of Handel's 
most successful ‘pieces for the stage. 
The pldt has absurdities customary 
in the librettos of the period, with 
which Handel was willing to burden 
himself; but it is better than many 
of his stage pieces in this respect. 
af the episodes are fantastic, the 
story is organic, the passions 
human and) they run .

The musical director was Rudolf 
Schulz-Dornburg, the producer Dr. 
Hanns Niedecken-Gebhard, the stage 
manager Heinrich Heckroth and the 
master of choreography Jens Keith. 
These names are mentioned before 
those of the principal singers, since 
the performance, which was avuda- 
ciously stylized, and of a singularly 
original and prevailingly artistic 
character, was the result of the ideas 
and cooperation of those who were 
not visible on the stage. It may be 
said, in fact, that this performance 
was not only of exceptional interest 
as another example of Handel’s oper- 
atic music, but also an illustration of 
new methods of operatic production 
that have been evolved in Germany. 

e,¢ 

The thought arose in the mind, 
when watching the meritorious pro- 
duction of ‘Julius Caesar’ last 
Spring in Northampton, that an ideal 
performance of a stage work by Han- 
del would be one in which the stage 
action was thoroughly conventional- 
ized, and this in some manner con- 
sonant with the style of the music. 
At Gottingen, for a wonder on any 
operatic stage, every artist had ap- 
parently been subjected to a _ thor- 
ough training in plastic, in move- 
ment that was rhythmical, lHnear 
and full of dignity. The grouping on 
the stage was carried out with the 
greatest care, so that every instant 
had the quality of a fine picture. 
This held true from the beginning to 
the end of the performance. The 
picture had always balance and cen- 
tralization. There was a line that 
was sculpturesque, and that held for 
the eye and completed for the imagi- 
nation, the effect of Handel’s noble 
music. In this way the sense of 
dramatic meagerness on the stage 
was banished. There was not once 
the effect of a vast, bare space in- 
habited by a bawling man or woman. 
It was complete “‘theatre,’’ in spite 
of the few characters in the opera, 
and the customary ignoring of the 
chorus until the last scene. There 
Was at once repose and dramatic 
eloguence; and the plastic concep- 
tion, developing coincidentally with 
the progress of plot and music, 
mounted to certain very effective 
climaxes. One of these was the 
pantomime when the group of some 
twenty to twenty-five dancers, ad- 
vancing and retreating in’ conflict, 
impersonated the resistance of the 
soldiers of Radamisto and their de- 
feat and destruction by the hosts of 
Tiridate. The choreographists car- 
ried neither sword nor spear, but 
they flooded the stage and they gave 
less the literal picture than the emo- 
tion of tumultuous battle. It was 
as if the bas-relief described by De 
Quincey in his ‘‘Dream-fugue”’ had 
come to life. It was a certain music 
of motion, of which the rhythm and 
the dramatic shock would have been 
felt, without any other kind of 
rhythm to assist it. Admirable, in 
a similar method, was the simple 
and chaste but very joyous panto- 
mime of six dancers in the final 
scene of rejoicing. Here was a 
complete art of choreography, @ 
“theatre” which, apparently, could 
have itself outlined an entire drama, 
yet properly subordinated to and ex- 
pressive of certain emotional phases 
of an opera. For all its significance, 
it was excellently kept a background 
of music and action, and it was so 
logically related to the essence of 
its opera that it seemed as a new 
flowering of a root that was deep 
and old.

Of the scenery of this production 
one speaks with more reserve. It had 
the salient qualities of simplicity and 
suggestion in the modern manner, 
but the colors were inclined to be 
garish and extravagant and pitched 
in keys that did not consort too well 
with the style of Handel's music. Oc- 
casionally there was a romantic and 
entirely harmonious color scheme. 
Always there were ideas and imagi- 
mation. Rightly, the scenery adhered 
to no period, endeavoring solely to 
furnish atmosphere and dramatic 
suggestion, but this was an aspect of 
the production which gave the im- 
pression of experiment, bold, orig- 
inal, cubistic in general character, 
but not invariably successful. 

The singing proved as a whole un- 
usually good—good especially in the 
clearness of the diction and the com- 
prehension of style. The principal 
tenor was tight and hard in his upper 
tones, but Herr G. H. Walter sang 
with prevailing beauty of tone, and 
his great air in the second act, where 
Radamisto grieves for the sister he 
believes he has lost, was, because of 
the music as well as its delivery, per- 
haps the high point of the evening. 
This is a wonderful passage. The 
bass, Willi Wissiak, the Tiradate, 
was an impressive figure on the 
stage and a singer of unusual] dra- 
matic force. Of the two women sing- 
ers, the soprano, Maria Pos-Carlo- 
fcrti,and the contralto, Marie Schulz- 
Dornburg, the soprano was the su- 
perior, singing her opening air, one 
often heard in concert halls and also 
one of the finest passages of the 
score, with true eloquence, and later 
showing considerable facility in bra- 
vura singing. G. H. Walter, the Ra- 
damisto, has a voice with mettle and 
a good style, and the singing of the 
baritone who took the part of Faras- 
mane was capable, though there was 
little light and shade in its perform- 
ance. The orchestra was at times 
uncertain in attack—a student or- 
chestra, with the defects of its vir- 
tues, which were considerable—but 
this was a detail and one that did 
not deny the ability of Schulz-Dorn- 
burg as conductor. 

It may be said that.in general the 
Handel revivals at ittingen have 
consistently gained in ality since 
their beginning under fhe direction 
of Dr. Hagen eight years ago. As for 
the quality of the opera heard this 
evening, compared with others that 
Gottingen has seen, it seems less sus- 
tained in the exceptional quality of 
writing and the equally exceptional 
concentration of the score of ‘‘Rode- 
linde.’’ Handel authorities, however. 
rank this work as one of the best 
that he ever produced for the stage. 
It would be better to wait for the 
day, not far off now, when a score 
will be available for examination and 
study. In the meantime, from im- 
pressions of a single performance, let 
it be enough that an opera by Han- 
del, which is the seventh to be pro- 
duced at Gottingen, more than proved | 
its intrinsic worth and that the per- 
formance strengthened an institution 
which is becoming «a tradition in 
which the city may well take pride.

operetta, With all his skill and mu- 
sicianship, Vincent d’Indy has made 
a deplorable fiasco. The piece, which 
was conceived by Courville while at 
the front during the war, makes 
constant allusion to little events in 
the life of staff officers: returns 
from leave, tirades against slackers 
and profiteers, G. H. Q. orders. All 
this would go very well in a little 
piece intended for soldiers and offi- 
cers a few kilometers from the front;

It is esthetically satisfying—a won- 
derful wall decoration for a room. 

Zorach’s Sculptural Work. 

In William Zorach one feels 
strength and virility—the body. His 
*“‘Wood Sculpture’’ of a woman stands 
in the centre of the gallery, from 
which one looks to his painting, 
“Prize-Fight.”’ His fighters also are 
sculptural, three-dimensional, solid. 
Zorach is instinctively the sculptor. 
His hands hold material and shape it 
forcefully, compactly, in the round. 
He is one of the fine sculptors in 
wood in America today. He believes 
that a sculptured figure should be 
without excrescences—that it should 
be able to roll down hill without 
breaking. Two poised fighters can- 
not be carved into such a compact 
block; therefore this painting, or at 
least so it seems. It is a solid and 
handsome piece of work in a rich 
harmony of low reds and blues under 
a yellow light. 

Niles Spencer has twopaintings side 
by side. “‘Bristol Houses’’ represent 
@ group or row of monotonous block- 
like houses before a row of skeleton 
trees and a breathless sky. Like 
other Spencers, the color is drab and 
tan; the same hopeless bound land, 
the same subterranean life going on, 
with possibility of explosion to the 
surface. The effect obtained is 
powerful, but it seems impossible 
for a normal human being to breathe 
in that land. This is Sherwood An- 
derson in paint. “‘City Walls’’ by the 
same painter is an emotional relief. 
A yellow wall with black windows 
among gray walls, and a white sky. 
The flat walls have life, and their 
angular shapes in relation to each 
other are beautiful. 

“Afternoon Tea’’ by Agnes Wein- 
rich is an interesting try-out of prob- 
lems and ability to solve them on a 
large canvas. The color scheme is 
well considered—varieties of dull red, 
blue and yellow against a mass of 
pale blue. And the figures, done in 
flat tones and angles, are well placed. 


But Weinrich’s small still lifes may 
meet greater favor. Her ‘‘Flowers’’ 
are strong as a closed fist, lights 
flickering upward from the vase to a 
white flower in the upper centre; 
rich reds, grays and whites. It is 
complete, no fault in it, every inch 
thought out and interesting. 

Lucy. L’Engle has two still. lifes, 
similar to .Weinrich’s in treatmen; 
both are good. Wiliam L’Engle has 
something of the delicate feeling 
of the French eighteenth century 
painters. His ‘‘Circus’’ shows a beau- 
tiful equipoise between strong draw- 
ing and lightness and delicacy of 
color. 

A Satirist. 


Ross Moffett’s mind seems to com- 
bine qualities of both writer and 
painter. His interest in life is that 
of a spectator of the human drama 
—the writer’s interest. As painter, 
his work has been largely that of a 
satirist—the Hogarth attitude toward 
life. He depicts Calibans, Golems in 
grotesque surroundings. In these 
pictures, “‘The Eclipse’’ and two 
smaller ones he is again the satirist 
of the human drama. 

Tod Lindenmuth should know the 
meaning of Provincetown. For years 
he has been absorbing the jumble of 
its wharves and streets and resolv- 
ing it into unified compositions in 
wood-block prints and paintings. His 
two paintings, ‘“‘The Harbor in 
Winter’ and ‘“‘Commercial Street in 
Winter,’’ show fishermen in oilskins, 
old wharf-houses, snow and gray 
water. They are cold, hard, with 
sudden, harsh notes: a red building— 
a strident note of red in the cold 
grays—comes with a shock like the 
sudden scream of gulls above the 
frozen town. This is the spirit of 
Provincetown Winter. 

Joe Meierhans, of Swiss parentage, 
is a designer of silks. He paints on 
Sundays for himself. He paints with 
the fierce energy of a man who has 
only a little time to himself. Here 
are three of his canvases showing 
decided progression. ‘‘The Yellow 
House” and ‘‘Hay-Making’’ are 
promise; “The Home Town’’ is 
achievement. Hesitation in the first 
canvases changes to sure rhythms 
In “Unloading Barreled Herrings’’ 
James Floyd Clymer gives a fine in- 
terpretation of a Far North Winter. 
Charles Kaeselau is interesting in his 
composition of boats and wharves. 
Gerrit Sinclair is a romantic who 
uses color to paint his own moods in 
“The West’? and ‘‘Mountain Lake.”’ 
Another romantic, more of a dream- 
er, is Dorothy Loeb. Even in their 
dream-world her paintings do not 
seem real. They are poetry, scenes 


for poetic drama. Her ‘‘Tropics”’ 


has lovely blues in green foliage and 
tropic birds. 


Rugged Studies. 


E. Ambrose Webster exhibits a 
large, high-keyed painting, semi- 
tropic. Heinrich Pfeiffer is more 
sophisticated than usual in his wharf 
and boat. ‘Portrait of a Man With 
a Few Surroundings’ is by Jack 
Tworkov. The portrait is only a few 
square inches in size, but it is excel- 
lent. Anton Van Derick has several 
smal] still lifes, happy in color and 
arrangement. 

Blanche Lazelle is the only exhib- 
itor who does full-length abstractions 
after Gleize.

Paris. 

Salon des Artistes Decora- 
teurs offers an extensive array 
of creations pertinent to modern 
life indoors. Much that is seen there 
is provocative. There are contribu- 
tions against which the spectator 
rebels and objects that seem per- 
fectly to achieve their purpose. 


As evidence of the gamut, one 
may consider in critical juxtaposition 
a boudoir designed by Louis Lognot, 
executed by the Atelier Primavera 
des Magazins du Printemps, and 
some ceramics by Paul Petitjean, 
who works in glazed pottery. In the 
boudoir are chairs that look as if 
they were meant to be a species of 
sled chair—the occupant to be pushed 
across the ice from behind. M. 
Petitjean’s vases, bowls and orna- 
ments, on the other hand, are de- 
signed with style, dignity and humor; 
they suggest nothing other than 
their satisfactory selves. And his 
delightful horses and riders and sol- 
diers would cheer any shelf on which 
they might be placed. 


Other Eccentric Chairs. 


A cool, light colored leather chair 
in a room designed by Michel Roux- 
Spitz is constructed so as to hit the 
small of the sitter’s back in just the 
wrong place—that is, if one could 
manage to slip back in the chair far 
enough to experience this. Alone in 
a room with a book one might find 
this to be an ideal chair in which to 
curl up, as if in one’s own private co- 
coon—but not in this room, for Jean 
Dunand’s wall decoration is at war 
with peace. 

The desk chair in a corner of a 
hall, designed by Maurice Laffail 
and executed by the Atelier Fran- 
cais, emphasizes the fact that in 
modern decoration things are made 
for one purpose and look as if they 
were intended for another—not only 
practically but emotionally. The desk 
chair turns; at the same time it 
looks as if it should rock or tilt. 

A fountain by Henry Favier does 
not help one solve the puzzle that 
seems to reside in so much of the 
work of modern decorative artists. 
In texture and color it is as beautiful 
as a hand seen through alabaster. 
Its architecture is not difficult to de- 
scribe. Stilts that support flat vases 
surround a column. convalescing 
from some spotty disease; the cen- 
tral pillar carries a globe on its head. 
A buffet opposite, designed by Mau- 
rice Dufrene and executed by the 
Galeries Lafayette, is equally per- 
plexing, even though M. Dufrene is, 





as a rule, a most sensitive modern 
designer. The wood is too wavy and 
too shiny; the marble heavy and 
depressing. 


A Delightful Vase. 


However, the visitor’s spirits re- 
vive when an earthenware vase de- 
signed by Lardin and Poillerat is 
reached. Fat figures painted around 
the fat belly of the vase aid the gen- 
erous nature of the form, which is 
definitely but not defiantly contem- 
porary in design, and as beautiful 
and well considered as the finest 
ware of this character at any time. 
The combination of terra cotta and 
the texture of the decoration is 
happy, color seeming to nourish the 
clav, 

Amand Dunaime is a designer of 
keys, bronze door handles, handles 
for draws of furniture and the like. 
They are as hard as organized phi- 
lanthropy and no doubt as efficient.

A Novel Bookshelf. 


In the library by Raymond Nic- 
olas, executed by the Société Alpina, 
a bookshelf arrangement is hung 
like a chandelier from the ceiling. 
Light shines through a piece of set- 
in glass, surrounded by books. In 
another library the books have been 
thrown at odd angles on slanting 
shelves, often standing on _ their 
heads as if hurled by a modernist 
painter with no sense of his art. In 
this room the first unique 1927 note 
is to be found. Lizard skin and snake 
skin were not being used in furni- 
ture decoration last year. Here the 
textiles are appropriately designed 
for their purpose. 

The jewelry by Fernand Grange, 
not really any more seductive than 
are the metal keys by Dunaime, 
much resembles them in design. In- 
sufficient thought is given to the 
color and light of jewels. A twen- 
tieth century finger ring looks more 
warlike than a fifteenth century 
shield. 

The Lalique glass is heavy where 
one would rather see it light; sober 
where one would rather see it danc- 
ing. From an electrolier made of 
icicles stuck together, their points 
extending in all directions, one turns, 
seeking relief, to M. Jacque Gruber’s 
stained glass window, but here again 
disappointment is in store. M. Gru- 
ber has an advantage over the by- 
gone craftsmen who fashioned win- 
dows at Chartres, in that there are so 
many kinds of glass at his disposal— 
glass that has been frosted, peppered 
or pushed by a thumb-shaped tool 
into crustaceous plaits. In one com- 
position called ‘‘The Chase’’ ele- 
phants with trunks and warriors 
with spears dash across the light. 
But why is it all so dull and heavy? 


Glass Flowers Natural. 


René Buthaud’s ‘‘Vitrine cera- 
miques de grand feu,’’ on the other 
hand, show excellence in every piece. 
The gold brocade, designed by ob- 
ert Bonfils and woven by Bianchini 
Ferier, is alluring in its flat design; 
even more tempting when it drops, 
heavy but supple, into luxurious 
folds. The @lass flowers by Venini, 
in a dining room designed by Dim, 
grow naturally—and in this vary 
from so much seen here. The chairs 
in the dining room have a square 
space cut through the middle of a 
very round back. The same deco- 
rator, in a little arrangement of 
dressing table and toilet articles, has 
placed a Marie Laurencin etching on 
the wall. 


Worthy of Charlie Chaplin. 

Pleasure is always afforded by the 
cigarette cases done by Gerard San- 
doz. The design, holding a noncha- 
lant attitude toward precious mate- 
rials, remminds one of the episode in 
“The Kid,’’. where Charlie Chaplin 
takes an old tin box out of his pocket 
and withdraws an ancient stub—the 
action performed in such manner as 
to make the beholder feel that the 
box is of diamond-studded platinum 
and that the tobacco is priceless. 

Maurice Dufrene more clearly than 
any other decorator seems to under- 
stand contemporary forms. He can 
be funny without being ridiculous. 
He can. exaggerate and yet keep his 
head. He combines textures so that 
juxtaposition enhances beauty, does 
}not betray faults. He can place a 
mirror so that it reflects the smiles 
and not the frowns of a room; can de- 





apparently such a delicate organism

that it takes a superlatively sensitive 
artist to prevent its looking indis- 
posed, or even very ill, _The chambre 
à coucher and the boudoir designed 
by Dufrene and executed by the Gal- 
eries Lafayette are rooms in which 
a person could really be at ease. For 
the boudoir Marguerite Dubuisson 
has designed a rug as fresh as a 
border of sweet peas in the early 
morning. 

Marc de Theze is a most satisfying 
silversmith. He has the ability to 
use the sharp edges and angles of 
modern decoration without allowing 
them to cut or prick the spirit. He, 
too, has a sense of combining tex- 
tures—silver and ivory. 

Raymond Subes outdoes Brandt 
(who, by the way, is not represented 
here) in his ability to shape iron into 
contemporary form. M. Subes knows 
it is iron with which he is working, 
and the metal is never forced in any 
direction in which it does not wish 
to go. In collaboration with the 
architect, M. Marrast, he has de- 
signed an entrance to the L. du Pont 
et Cie.

lation conditions would be worse 
than now exist. Inasmuch as we 
now have a hodge-podge, a conglom- 
eration of weights and measures, as 
well as the more scientific, logical 
and international metric system, in 
fairly general use today, would it not 
appear as a means of simplification 
in the doing away with the archaic 
system which only we in this coun- 
try and our cousins in Great Britain 
stil continue to hold on to? 

The matter of making a complete 
change, especially in regard to screw 
threads, &c., is not contemplated by 
metric advocates other than where it 
is advisable. There is no attempt 
at revolutionizing present-day prac- 


We believe that business men and 
real thinkers here in this country 
will see ways end means whereby 
gradual replacement will not cause 
any great upheaval, and certainly 
will not permit such a situation. 
Metric advocates all over the coun- 
try agree that where any such cost 
might be involved in the matter of 
changing over, it should be seriously 
considered and the best methods 
adopted in the replacing of the old 
with the new. 

The matter of incidental cost can be 
adjusted. A great error on the part 
of the majority of those who con- 
template the change with the fear 
that the cost will be enormous is due 
to the belief that a change to metric 
weights and measures means a 
change in existing sizes. That is 
emphatically not so. 

In stating that the metric system 
would gradually supersede our Eng- 
lish weights and measures if it had 
the marked advantages over the lat- 
ter, Mr. Gale shows a lack of per- 
ception in that were he aware of the 
situation today he could not but mar- 
vel at the steady growth in this 
country of the use of the metric sys- 
tem. Incidentally its increased use 
makes all the more necessary the 
early passage of suitable legislation 
that’ will alleviate the situation in 
so far as our use of two systems in 
this country is concerned. 

I might at this time also take issue 
with the letter of Samuel Russell, 
which appeared in Tus Times of 
Sunday, June 26. Mr. Russell, in his 
letter, evidently would add to the 
confusion already existing through 
the introduction of a compromise ef- 
fort that would give to our English 
weights and measures some of the 
features of the metric system. In 
other words, where we now use Eng- 
lish weights and measures in the 
majority of activities, and where also 
the metric system is used in the 
sciences, the newer developments, 
such as aviation, radio, &c., certain 
of the professions, and in a number 
of industries, Mr. Russell would 
bring in another and entirely new 
“one-man” idea that would abso- 
lutely bring about chaos.

THE TRAGEDY 


AT SING SING 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

That terrible drama of offered 
and well-meant heroism on the part 
of a dozen or more Sing Sing con- 
victs, thwarted by cowardice and 
human irresponsibility masquerading 
behind guns and official authority of 
the guards, has left a terrible blot in 
the minds of thinking people every- 
where. It will go down in history as 
the cruelest crime ever enacted 
against the human conscience. 

What manner of **men’‘ must these 
prison guards be? Has their contact 
with agony made them immune to all 
human suffering? Have they become 
so hard and merciless than even the 
continued exhortations and wails of 
dying boys failed to move them, wails 
that touched the heartstrings of im- 
prisoned, helpless men, wails that 
should have aroused in them. the 
most easily aroused instinct of all, 
that of saving a fellow human being 
from a needless death? Even soldiers 
of war, bent on annihilating the ene- 
my, stop to give succor to the wound- 
ed. But these prison guards—— 

The circumstances surrounding this 
most inhuman tragedy give the lie to 
their merciless species of reasoning. 
There was no element of surprise 
present to aid in any possible escape. 
The main body of prisoners could 
have been herded away from the 
water’s edge to permit those who 
would gladly have swum to the res- 
cue of the unfortunate boys to have 
been watched. The warden’s ap- 
proval of the heartless course adopted 
by his subordinates adds only to the 


tion about adding a boat to the equip- 
ment of the prison, when none of the 
cowardly guards would even permit 
another human being to swim to the 
boys’ rescue? 

But what are the lives of three 
boys worth (in the face of a most 
improbale escape), especially when 
the boys were not the kin of the 
guards? Cruel as humanity is in 
spots, it would indeed be a sorry 
world if this spirit of cruel indiffer- 
ence obtained in many places. Just 
as surely as a most deliberate mur- 
derer, given fifteen minutes to act, 
allows death to swallow exhausted 
boys in the face of a most willing 
and certain rescue, so sure will 
these guards remain indicted for not 
possessing ordinary common sense, 
initiative and a spark of courage and 
mercy in their hearts.

AID FOR FRENCH CHILDREN 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Nine years have passed since the 
end of the World War. Over here in 
prosperous America those days seem 
like the memory of a nightmare.

MORE PRESERVES 
NEEDED FOR GAME 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Some years ago, under a nom de 
plume that some would probably still 
recognize, I achieved some small 
fame as a writer on fishing, hunt- 
ing and game conservation topics. 
Some of the reforms I advocated 
were smaller “‘bags,’’ shortening of 
open seasons on fish and game, no 
selling of game in public markets 
and no Sunday hunting or fishing. 
Following the lead of ‘“‘Coquina’’ 
(George Shields), I roasted the game 
“hogs,” though Brother Shields in 
his magazine, the old Recreation, 
far surpassed me as a barbecuer 
of these greedy, selfish animals. He 
used to flay them and roast them 
to a turn. I should like to pay a 
tribute to this fine, altruistic man. 
He belongs to that noble band of 
whom the poet sings: 


Only the actions of the just 
Smell sweet, and blossom in their dust. 


Of late years I have not followed 
closely the trend of fish and game 
matters, but I understand that con- 
ditions in this field are much better 
than they used to be. They could 
not be much worse than they used 
to be. There are still fish and game 
Nnogs,“ especially fish ‘‘hogs,’’ and 
there is still plenty of work for leg- 
islators to do in passing wise game 
laws, and a need for faithful, ener- 
getic game wardens to enforce such 
laws properly. 

Perhaps the chief need of the day 
as regards game legislation is a mul- 
tiplication of game sanctuaries. 
There is little need for fish sanctu- 
aries, for fish hatcheries take their 
place. But when the game is gone 
it is gone forever. There ought to 
be at least twice the amount of game 
in this country that there is at pres- 
ent. A special commission of ex- 
perienced, picked game conserva- 
tionists should be appointed by the 
Federal Government to make a thor- 
ough, intensive study of the game 
situation 

There should be a still further 
shortening of open seasons on game 
and a further limitation of the size 
of game “‘bags.” A civilized Amer- 
ican is not a wild Indian and does 
not have to depend upon fish and 
game for food. The chief value of 
hunting and fishing is the outdoor 
exercise and recreation gained from 
these pursuits. A limited “bag,” 
just large enough to afford a sense 
of successful attainment and of the 
rewards of the chase, should satisfy 
any hunter or angler. 

Fishing and hunting are not 
*‘sports,"” but forms of recreation. 
A man should not try to become too 
proficient in them. Herbert Spencer’s 
rebuke of a skillful young billiard 
player applies also to the overexpert 
hunter and angler: ‘Young man, 
to play a good game of billiards is 
one of the marks of the well-rounded 
education of a gentleman. But to 
play too good a game of billiards is 
a sign of a misspent youth.”

COST OF SCANDINAVIAN TRAVEL 





To the Editor of The New York Times; 
Under date of April 13, a contribu- 
tion appeared in your paper on the 
subject of the cost of travel in Eu- 
rope. The contributor in question 
claimed to have first-hand informa- 
tion on the subject, but it appears 
quite evident that he is not well 


informed on conditions in all parts, 


of Europe. 

He has made the very common 
mistake of generalizing on condi- 
tions abroad when the fact of the 
matter is that they decidedly vary 
in different European countries. To 
many Americans, Hurope may as 
yet mean only the Continent and 
England, but the many thousands of 
travelers from this country who 
have been afforded the pleasant ex- 


‘perience of a visit to the Scandi- 


navian countries will undoubtedly 
very much object to such an errone- 
ous conception. 


Being one of those Americans who 
have traveled in the Scandinavian 
countries and having had the oppor- 
tunity of constant contact with con- 
ditions in that part of Europe, I feel 
urged to endeavor to rectify this 
erroneous impression. Your corre- 
spondent claims that the average 
cost of hotel accommodations, food 
and railroad fares in Europe are 
from six to eight times greater than 
before the war and that the average 


_| daily expenses when moving from 


place to place will amount to about 
$20 a day for hotels, railroad fares 
and food, 

As far as the Scandinavian coun- 
tries are concerned, the prices are 
probably from 25 per cent. to 50 per 
cent. higher than before the war 
which, however, can easily be ac- 
counted for by the higher standard 
of living. Nevertheless, it may serve 
as @ very good example to point out 
that a railroad trip for an equal 
distance to that between New York 
and Chicago in the best 
railroads in Sweden would cost one- 
half the amount that it costs in this 
country. 

At the best Swedish hotels one 
may live comfortably for $3.50 to 





$4.50 a day for room and meals and 
any one acquainted with the quality 
and quantity of food served in 
Swedish hotels certainly knows that 
similar living conditions could not 
be obtained in this country for many 
times that cost. In fact, the cost 
of travel in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries is approximately $10 to $12 a 
day, including transportation as well 
as hotel accommodations and meals. 

The economical traveler who 
knows the many advantages of slow 
travel and who spends considerable 
time in each place to thoroughly ac- 
quaint himself with local conditions, 
is in a position to travel consid- 
erably cheaper than the stated 
amount, while on the other hand a 
person who desires luxurious accom- 
modations naturally will increase the 
average cost. 

The suggestion made by your cor- 
respondent that Americans should 
refrain from going to Europe this 
year in order to give the Europeans 
“‘an object lesson that courtesy, at- 
tention and good service are neces- 
sary to invite the presence of Amer- 
icans’’ is very unfair for the same 
reason that he generalizes about 
conditions in Europe. Experienced 
travelers know that courtesy, atten- 
tion and good service are obligatory 
in the Scandinavian countries, al- 
most more so than in any other 
part of the world, and that Ameri- 
cans are well liked and treated at 
least as courteously and fairly as 
any native travelers. 

In the American press has often 
appeared statements by ericans 
of national prominence and reputa- 
tion which have been most flatter- 
ing in their description of conditions 
in the Scandinavian countries. It is, 
therefore, so much more to be re- 
gretted that a correspondent to a 
paper of your importance should, 
although most likely unintentionally, 
further encourage the lack of know!l- 
edge of actual conditions in Eu- 
rope which unfortunately seems 
quite generally to prevail] in this 
country.

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ROLE OF THE IRISH 
AT YORK MINSTER 


To the Editor of The Néw York Times: 

I read with interest today’s dis- 
patch to Tue Tres, giving an ac- 
count of Bishop Manning’s sermon 
in York Minster and the celebrations 
there in connection with the cente- 
nary of the so-called founding of the 
Church of England, as well as Clair 
Price’s article on the subject in your 
Sunday issue, but both contained sev- 
eral errors and one big lacuna. 


It is childish to pretend that York 
Minster goes back anything like 1,300 
years, for the York Cathedral, like 
every other cathedra) in England, 
was established after the Norman- 
French invasion. It is ludicrous also 
to talk of any school at York going 
back also to the seventh century, for 
the oldest educational establishment 
in England is Oxford University, and 
this was established by Frenchmen 
in the thirteenth century as a branch 
of the University of Paris. It is true 
that there was a school at York in 
Alcuin’s time, but that school lasted 
less than fifty years. 


There is no real continuity, more- 
over, between the Church of Eng- 
land as it exists today and the 
Church that founded York Minster 
or the churches and schools that pre- 
ceded it. The celebration at York is 
really in commemoration of the bap- 
tism in 627 of Eadwine, King of 
the Anglo-Saxon tribes then inhabit- 
ing Northumbria, by Paulinus, sent 
to England by the Roman Pontiff. 

The French-speaking and Latin- 
speaking monks who built the ca- 
thedral had very little in common 
with the English parsons of today 
who claim to be their successors; nor 
was there ever a people more de- 
voted to the Holy See than the Anglo- 
Saxons, in whose time the earlier 
church and school were founded at 
York, certainly not the Irish, who 
were in everlasting argument with 
the Roman authorities, and who con- 
sidered themselves very much abler 
scholars than either the Italians or 
the French, as the letters of Colum- 
banus, among other testimonies, bear 
witness. 


The fact of the matter is that both 
the schools and the earliest churches 
at York were founded by Irishmen, 
for six years after the baptism of 
Eadwine, following his defeat by 
Penda of Mercia, a pagan reaction 
swept everything Christian and civi- 
lized away and the English natives 
relapsed once more into total sav- 
agery and heathenism. Within a year 
or two Irish missionaries were work- 
ing in every corner of England, and 
they were the real founders of Chris- 
tian England. 


The Archbishopric of York, like the 
See of Durham, was simply a devel- 
opment of the Irish foundation of 
Lindisfarne. The evidence is that the 
school of York was simply a branch 
of the school of Clonmacnois, found- 
ed in the sixth century, which en- 
dured to the thirteenth, and of which 
the ruins can still be seen. There 
were Irish masters there in Alcuin’s 
time, among them Josephus Scotus, 
who also taught at Charlemagne’s 
Palatine School, and perhaps Colgu, 
who may or may not have been the 
famous contemporary rector of Clon- 
macnois. 

I write this because if the English 
are ungenerous enough not to pay 
a tribute on an occasion of this kind 
to the noble Irishmen who rescuea 
them from a degraded savagery, a 
word of tribute is at least in order 
from somebody else.

FRANCE’S OFFER TO AMERICA 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 


“‘Long Live Byrd! Long Live 
America!’ Is Cry Raised by French 
in Greeting Aviators.”’ 

So read the headlines nowadays; 
and every good American says 
‘‘Amen.”” “‘Long Live America!’’ is 
much pleasanter to hear than what 
many of the French were saying not 
so very long ago. Something about 
A bas, Uncle Shylock!’’ wasn’t it?. 
This airplane diplomacy certainly 
does get results. it needs to be fol- 
lowed up, however, and now is the 
time. 

On April 6, 1927, France made a 
remarkable offer to the United 
States, through her Foreign Minister, 
M. Briand. 

“France is willing,” said this offi- 
cial spokesman, “‘publicly to engage 
itself with the United States to put 
war as between the two countries 
outside the pale of the law.’’ 


This evidently means a treaty pro- 
viding for the warless settlement of 
international disputes, including even 
those which affect ‘‘vital interests 
and national honor’ (those weasel 
words that have so long sucked the 
value out of most arbitration treaties 
by being excepted from them). 


The value of such a treaty between 
France and the United States would 
be so great, to them and to the vest 





of the world, that it is hard to be- 
lieve we have forgotten all about it. 


Both friends and enemies of the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court would naturally favor it, 
though for different reasons. It 
would supplement military prepared- 
ness (the readiness to win wars) by. 
civil preparedness (the readiness to 
avert wars), leading toward a grad- 
ual replacement of the former by the 
latter as other similar treaties were 
negotiated with other nations, 


Thus far this tremendously im- 
portant opportunity seems to have 
aroused about as much active inter 
est among our citizens as it would 
among the permanent residents of a 
cemetery.

Bloomsbury site has been finally 
agreed upon. In the history of Lon- 
don it is ap event of major im- 
portance. 

Its meaning is not difficult to in- 
dicate. Imagine that the oldest col- 
leges of Columbia University in New 
York lay at comparatively short dis- 
tances from, let us say, the Public 
Library in Fifth Avenue, that the 
rest of the colleges were scattered 
from Brooklyn to the Bronx and that 
the. administration and the library 
were tucked away in part of a build- 
ing belonging to somebody else some- 
where near Ninety-sixth Street. New 
York, in that case, would be in much 
the same position as London has 
been in. There would be colleges all 
over the place, but no centralized 
visible university. 

The fact that London is at last 
to be given a university centre is 
by no means the same thing as giv- 
ing it a university, but to the aver- 
age Londoner it will seem to be 
very nearly the same thing. The so- 
called Bloomsbury site lies behind 
the British Museum and is an area 
of eight and one-half acres, exclu- 
sive of the streets which cross it. At 
present it is occupied by billboards 
and wooden huts, but these are eas- 
lly overlooked by the visitor who 
comes upon the place unexpectedly. 
The site of the wide spaces patterned 
by rows of green trees bordering 
the streets is so novel that the whole 
airy place seems to be foreign to 
London. 

Bloomsbury to Be College Town. 

As its name indicates, the site 
Hes in the Bloomsbury © section, 
and its effect upon the future 
of Bloomsbury is, for London as a 
whole, the most important aspect of 
ite acquisition. Bloomsbury is one 
of London's surprising survivals. 
Georgian houses still stand there, 
most of them converted to boarding 


-houses and private hotels whose ex- 


istence makes the district a familiar 
one to visitors to London. At this 
time of year, in fact, it is sometimes 
referred to as Bloomsbury, U. S. A. 

Its dark brown streets and the 
leafy green of its numerous squares

The university’s acquisition of 
the site behind the British Museum 
probably puts an end to the uncer- 
tainty. Bloomsbury is to become the 
university quarter of London. In an- 
nouncing the most recent of its 
grants to London University the 
President of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion said: ‘‘We are all deeply inter- 
ested In having the university secure 
this site, because we firmly believe 
that the development of a university 
centre in London has an importance

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wherever English common law is 
known, are near, although outside the 
boundaries of Bloomsbury. The Rec- 
ord Office, the Government’s cen- 
tralized archives in England and an 
invaluable depository of historical 
sources, also is near, although not in 
Bloomsbury, and the same may be 
said of three colleges of the univer- 
sity—King’s College in the Strand, 
the School of Economics and Birk- 
beck Institute. 

London’s is a young university 

whose oldest foundation is ho more 
than 100 years old. Its strength lies 
in its own equipment and in the 
equipment which London th-ows 
open to it. How many colleges it 
has this writer does not pretend to 
know. It is possible to draw up a 
list of about thirty of them, but 
there may be others. It has at pres- 
ent 9,000 internal students, and there 
is in addition a certain number of 
outside students who try for its de- 
grees at examination time. But the 
University of London has never had 
a home of its own. 
The Government bought the site 
f-om the Duke of Bedford in 1920 for 
£425,000 and offered it to the senate 
of the university on certain: terms, 
one of which was that King’s College 
should give up the 999 years’ crown 
lease which it holds on its fine home 
in the Strand and should move to the 
new site. This offer was made by 
the Right Hon. H. A. L. Fisher. 
It was not accepted and a year ago 
the site reverted to the Duke of Bed- 
ford. The Fisher plan was dead and 
the senate set out to make the best 
of what it had. 

The full story of what happened 
next is not yet available. If it ever 
should be it is probable that the 
name of Sir William Beveridge will 
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be found to play a large part in it. 





It is probable that his work both in 
London and in New York will reveal 
him as the savior of the Bloomsbury 
site. Suddenly came the offer of 
funds from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion in New York, which, added to 
the Government grant, enabled the 
university to buy the site and to 
have enough left to begin building 
operations.

RED SPEARS ARE 


FEARED IN CHINA 





Peasant Society Fights Recklessly Against 
Bandits Who Abuse the People—Teaches a 
Doctrine of Invulnerability 


SHANGHAI. 

N the internal wars of China the 

division of personnel and align- 

ment of interests among the con- 
tending military forces have been so 
changeable that it is frequently dif- 
ficult to say where such and such 
tuchuns, factions, cliques, parties or 
clubs fit into the struggle to ‘unify 
the country.” But when, in addi- 
tion ‘to the vagaries. of fighting war- 
lords and their coquetries with rival 
foreign interests, come reports of 
Red Spears acting on this side and 
that, students of Chinese affairs be- 
come further mystified. - 

Red Spears have at different times 
fought both for and against generals 
of both northern and southern per- 
suasion, and in Honan it might at 
any time happen that Red Spears 
in the north are allied with one of 
the military leaders while their 
brothers further south are at logger- 
heads with the local forces of the 
same war-lord. Reports of Red 
Spear activity from various localities 
may praise them as stanch uphold- 
ers of law and order or, on the other 
hand, paint them as the most lawless 
breakers of the peace among all those 
who are constantly exploiting the un- 
fortunate people to their own ad- 
vantage. 

The fact is that the Red Spears are 
a.real organization with no differ- 
ence of opinion among them as to 
what they are out to accomplish. Far 
ftom being inconsistent in whatever 
they may undertake, they are so con- 
sistent at all times that those who, 
on surprise occasions, feel their 
power are wont to anathematize 
them bitterly for being so steadfast 
of purpose. 

‘ Banded to Punish Abuse. 


“When all the evidence is sifted it 
is found that the Red Spears are an 
organization chiefly composed of 
countrymen to prevent by force of 
arms, in so far as they may, contin- 
ued oppression of the people by 
aymed ruffians, and to wreak ven- 
geance upon whosoever commits acts 
of atrocity. 

They are strongest in the provinces 
of Honan and Shantung, where the 
people have been oppressed for years 
by bandit armies and irresponsible 
end unrestrained soldiers, and are 
said to be rapidly gathering strength 
in Hupeh and Hunan, where, since 
the occupation by the Nationalist 
armies, the misery among the people 
has increased. 

‘It isa mistake to refer to the Red 
Spears as a secret society. Their ‘‘in- 
telligence department” (which has 
proved decidedly efficient) is, of 
course, secret, and they have means, 
so they believe, of rendering the 
body invulnerable, which are secrets 
until the neophyte under instruction 
has mastered them all, but there is 
no secrecy about the personnel of 
their membership, and there is noth- 
ing secret as to what they stand for 
and what sort of action they will 
take, to the limit of their ability, 
against any armed forces who abuse 
the people. 

And it is —————— adherence to 
this one and only purpose which 
makes their activities at different 
times, undertaken independently or 
im cooperation with soldiers of Han- 
kow, Nanking or Peking authorities, 
appear to be inconsistent with any 
fixed policy. They have no political 
policy, and are not concerned with 
the varying fortunes of he militarist 
tuchuns so long as they do not op- 
press. They at first organized as an 
“‘emergency militia’’ for mutual self 
protection against the depredations 
of bandits (because the authorities 
did not afford such protection) and 
they are first, last and always the 
sworn enemies of banditry. 


Taught They Are Invulnerable. 


-But if, as not infrequently happens, 
sdidiers take to committing depreda- 
tions, the Red Spears rise and smite 
them as thoroughly as they would 
bandits. And it makes no difference 
under which political banner or mili- 
tary satrap the offending soldiers 
may be enrolled. 

A few months ago several thousand 
Red Spears laid siege to the City of 
Suichow in northeastern Honan, 
which was garrisoned at the time by 
the troops of a commander nominally 
subordinate to Marshal Wu Pei-fu. 
These soldiers had been behaving 
badly, robbing, maltreating and even 
murdering villagers, until the Red 
Spears, finding that appeals to offi- 
cers or making examples of individ- 
in force and determined to strike at 
the root of the evi] by attacking the 
soldiers in the central stronghold and 
giving them such a drubbing that 
those who remained when the affair 
was over would be glad to decamp. 

Af. there is mystery about the Red 





: 





on such occasions they have various 
signals, among which are the blow- 
ing of whistles and the beating of 
gongs. 

When the country is quiet, with no 
immediate danger threatening, one 
would never know. from observation 
that the Red Spears existed, but 
when the alarm is sounded they 
gather with astonishing celerity, and 
long, multicolored banners can be 
seen floating above their various 
places of rendezvous. 

Their meetings are public, and any 
one, foreign or native, so long as he 
minds his own business, may witness 
the stunts which demonstrate the ef- 
fectiveness of proper preparation in 
rendering the body immune to in- 
jury. Eyewitnesses have reported 
the performance of seemingly won- 
derful feats. A favorite demonstra- 
tion is to bind one of their long 
spears to an oxcart, point outward, 
when the demonstrator, stripped to 
the waist, shoves the cart along by 
pressure of his bare body against the 
sharp point of the spear. 


Display Reckless Courage. 

Sustained by the double conviction 
of such immunity from harm and the 
righteousness of their cause, and in 
some cases worked up to an en- 
thusiasm: amounting to fanaticism, 
Red Spears have displayed the great- 
est of courage when, poorly equipped 
and depending chiefly on their long 
spears, they have recklessly attacked 
and defeated superior forces armed 
with modern rifles. 

A few weeks ago near Juchow, in 
Western Honan, Lin Tuan Chang, a 
Colonel of infantry in the Juchow 
garrison, determined to mutiny and 
lead out a force of a thousand men 
to join an army of bandits that had 
recently started depredations. The 
Red Spears were forewarned by their 
agents of this new threat to peace 
and security. The exit of the would- 
be bandits took place as planned on 
the night appointed. They were al- 
lowed to proceed five miles on their 
intended tour of pillage when, as 
they divided to cross Ju River, the 
Red Spears fell upon them, front, 
rear and both flanks at once, and 
practically wiped out the whole lot 
including their leader.

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Under Republican Government the Nation Is Conscious of Solidity and Big 
A Rich Harvest—But Difficult Problems in Both Finance and Industry 
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By T. R. 


OMETHING bis suddenly come 

over the Germans—something 

which, expressitig itself subtly, 

yet visibly, is giving a new hue 
and atmosphere to their’ country. 
This something may be summed up 
in a Single word: Confidence. 

The Germans are confident. They 
ere confident that the past will no 
longer rise up to plague them, that 
the present is already printfa the 
fruits of their assidtioux , that 
the future will 5* th . crops of. 
welfare and riches equaling or sur- 
passing those which they reaped in 
the golden pre-war yéars. 

In the field of politics, one finds 
German Republicans filled with an 
entirely new confidence that the Ger- 
man Republic, under the aegis of 
grim old President von Hindenburg, 
has come to stay. ‘If one goes among 
German ‘captains of industry and 
financiers and tradesmen, one finds 
them ‘confident-that the black’ post- 
war period is past, that a new era 
of ‘business expansion is dawning for 
the fatherland. 

In the way they go about their dal- 
ly pursuits,-in the way they throng 
the streets and theatres and restau- 
rants, in the way they talk and think 
and act, Germans of every sort ex- 
ude nowadays the new-born confi- 
dence surging within them. Between 
the Germany of two years ago and 
now there is a: difference which 
strikes even casual observers as re- 
markable; between the Germany of 
six years ago and the one that meets 
the eye today the difference is such 
as to seem almost incredible. 

Germany has her feet on the 
ground again; she believes in herself. 
Armed only with a will to work and 
a determination to win, the new Ger- 
many .is marching. confidently , for- 
ward toward that ‘‘place in the sun’’ 
which she sought in 1914 with gleam- | 
ing bayonets, arrogant. war chants 
and death-spitting cannon. 

Old Spirit Still Lives. 

This ‘does not mean that the old 
pre-war Germany is entirely dead, 
that goose-steppers and mustache- 
twirlers have vanished ‘utterly from 
the land. Not quite—there are still 
Teutons of the old type who growl 
and dream of revenge agairist the 
victors of the World War. For thém 
thé Germany of the “Hohenzollerns, 
which crashed to the grourid in 1918, 
is: merely stunned, destined to rise 
again as masterful ‘and militaristic 
as ever. 

What is quite apparent, however, 
in present-day Germany is that those 
who think in this way have been 
shoved very much into the back- 
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Germany is that which dreams of 
the return of the Hohenzollerns or 
some other dynasty to rule over the 
country. Already the republic has 
weathered storm. after storm and 
every month that passes contributes 
to its self-reliance and strength. 
Republican Germany, the Germany 
of Confidence in Tomorrow, has sud- 
denly scrambled into the place of 
the .martial .Germany of William / 
Hohenzollern, and William's Ger- 
many already seems fit only for mu- 
seums and history. books. 
Death Blow to Monarchy Scen. 

“Never again will there be a mon- 
arch on.a German throne!” you héar 
Germans saying right and left. What 
especially confirms them: ia. their 
conviction is the extension, on .May: 
17,.0f the so-called Law for the Pro- 
tection of the Republic, for a further 
period of-two, years., 

On that day the German National- 
ist members of the Reichstag, cham- 
pions, of. the monarchica! idea, 
stanch upholders—one had thought— 
of the Hohenzollerns, voted in a body 
for the extension of the law. Thus 
they placed themselves unequivocally 
on record against the return of the 
HohenzoHerns—for one clause in the 
law expressly states that neither 
William nor any of his famiiy shall 
again be monarch over Germany. 


To be sure, the Nationalist spokes- 
man, Count Westarp, hedged the 
Nationalist approval of the law with 
reservations. He implied that he 
and .the other members of the party 
remained quite free to combat the 
existing Republican régime in Ger- 
many. But Westarp’s quibbles only 
make German Republicans roar with 
laughter. .They consider the Count 
and his fellows so bound by their 
action to the Republican chariot 
wheels that they have ironically 
dubbed the new law “Lex Westarp.”’ 

The main thing worth noticing in 
the whole proceeding, say the Re 
publicans, is how. the Nationalists 
voted. Let them sit. up nights. at- 
tempting explanation of their action 
—the vote remains, in. black and 
white, inexorably obligating them to 
support the Republic .against the 
Monarchy. After that, German Re- 
publicans insist, no Nationalist will 
have the nerve to call himself a 
Monarchist any more. 


“Whoever has eyes to see,” said 
The Frankfirter Zeitung recently, 
‘ean no longer doubt after today 
that a. return of the Monarchy to 
Germany is. impossible.” .And it 
adds: “From this day onward the 
German nation has the right to de- 
mand of foreign nations that its po- 
litical institutions be regarded as 
j stable and that it be reproached no 
rise) with a dead past. Moving

ocean-going: giants ever built were 
lost to the land that built them. 

But the Hamburgers and the iron- 
willed magnates of other German 
seaports lost no time in getting back 
into the fight for sea supremacy. 
Hamburg; prostrate in 1918, is now 
back almost to pre-war activity in 
shipping. Germany, swept from the 
seas nine years ago, now ranks sixth 
among the. world’s shipping nations. 
Already she has 5 per cent. of the 
world’s. tonnage, as against..12.per 
cent. at the outbreak of the World 
War. 

In six years her m-rchant fleet has 
risen from practically nothing—from 
a few vessels. capable only of coast- 
wise trading—to 2,379 steam, motor 
anc sailing vessels, aggregating some 
8,350,000 tons—2,000,000 tons below

A 
little over one, year ago there were 
2,000,000.Germans out of work. Now 
they total 700,000—a decrease of. 65

from 1;700,000 to 700,000, -a ‘decrease 
of 1,000,000 in four months, -as

Thrown into a panic at.the close of 
the war by. finding .that they were 
out of touch with foreign lands 
which,in pre-war. days, had absorbed 
vast quantities of articles ‘‘made in 
Germany,” the bulk.of German,man- 
ufacturers have been concentrating 
of late .on. winning . back overseas 
markets to the detriment-of :every- 
thing else.. They have given scarcely 
a thought to the home market. 

Also, say their critics, they have

mass-production that they have gone 
ahead “blindly to apply “its methdds 
to their own country, firmly believ- 
ing that production makes sales in- 
stead of realizing that sales are the 

cause, not the effect, of production.

a tender age and started on their 
careers to achieve fame before they 
had attained their majority. 

Not only in tennis but in almost 
every other sport numerous citations 
can be made of well-known players 
who were launched on their careers 
by their parents. In some cases we 
find a father who has made his mark 
at the sport living over again the 
days of his own triumph in the deeds 
of his son. In other cases he finds 
comfort for his own failure on the 
athletic field in basking in the re- 
flected glory of his son, who, profit- 
ing by an early start and coaching 
that were denied to his father, at- 
tains heights that the latter was 
never able to approach. In still 
other instances the father may never 
have played the game himself but 
his enthusiasm is none the less keen 
over his son’s aptitude for it. 

In golf there is Bobby Jones, re-

player, amateur or professional, of 
all time. While his father’s forte was 
baseball, at which he was a crack 
player on the University of Georgia 
team, he and Bobby’s grandfather, 
Robert Tyre Jones, encouraged the 
lad in his interest in golf. Jones 
pére gave him one of his discarded 
mashies, cut down one of his wife's 
brassies, and it was only a short time 
before ‘Bobby was in the hands of 
Stewart Maiden at East Lake in 1908. 

That year, at the age of 6, he 
played his first competitive golf and 
won his first cup, a six-hole compe- 
tition over the old East Lake course. 
Thus was started the career of the 
player who was to be the first to hold 
the American and British open titles 
at one and the same time. 

Another notable example in golf is 
Jess Sweetser, former American and 
British amateur champion. George 
Sweetser, his father, started Jess on 
his way playing with him in father- 
and-son tournaments and taking a 
lively interest in his progress, Eight 
years ago, when Jess was hardly 
more than a schoolboy, but already a 
veteran of the links, they won the 
father-and-son tournament at the 
Garden: City Golf Club with a low 
gross of 84, and only a few weeks ago 
they repeated their victory with a 
score of 83. — 

In polo, the classic examples are 
Winston F. C. Guest, Yale’s crack 
player; the Baldwin boys of Hono- 
lulu, who have supplied Yale teams 
for several years; Tommy Hitchcock 
Jr., member of the 1924 international 
team and also of the combination 
that will defend the Hurlingham 
Cup at Meadowbrook in September: 
Earl Hopping and Stephen (Laddie)

country has known and a potential 
internationalist, learned to play the

Tommy Hitchcock Jr. had his 
father, a member of the first inter- 
national team, to set an exanmiple for 
him as a mere boy, and his mother 
took no less activé part in his de- 
velopment. Laddie Sanford learned 
to play the game on his father’s stud 
farm at Amsterdam, N. ¥., and as 
for the Baldwins, there is a tradition 
in Honolulu that every baby boy in 
the family.cuts his teeth on a polo 
ball. 

In baseball there is the -revered 
name of Christy Mathewson, “Big 
Six,’’ to lend a halo to his son, young 
Christy, who has made his mark, as 
did his father before him, at Buck- 
nell College. Leon K. Ames Jr., fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his father, 
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for many years a star hurler on the 
New York Giants, has recently re- 
ported from the Ohio State Univer- 
sity nine to the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Both of these young bearers of hon- 
ored baseball names learned the rud- 
iments and then the ‘‘inside dope’’ 
of the game from their fathers. 

Joe Wright Jr., who was beaten 
only a.few days ago in the final of 
the Diamond Sculls in England 
through an accident to his craft, 
learned to pull an oar as a disciple 
of his father, former coach of crew 
at the University of Pennsylvania: 
The younger Dick Glendon was 
taught .the science of oarsmanship 
so thoroughly by his father that, as 
head coach of Columbia’s great 1927 
eight, he has come into greater 
fame than did the elder Glendon, 
who: is now assistant to his son. 
Then, in track, there is Bernie 


Wefers Jr., the son of the first man 
to break 10 seconds flat for the 
century, winning recognition in his 
own right as a sprinter. Joe Ruddy, 
one of the greatest swimmers that 
has represented the New York A. 
C., has several sons who are winning 
championships and all of them were 
taught by their father. 


A Promising Young Skipper. 

In six-meter yacht racing, the 
name of fourteen-year-old Frank 
Hekma of the Huguenot Yacht Club 
has been conspicuous amiong the 
winners this season. Frank’s father 
is commodore of the club and has 
made so thorough a skipper of the 
boy that he has. won more prizes 
in the six-meter class than probably 
any other member of the Huguenots. 
On the Fourth of July he finished 
second to Sherman Hoyt, looked 
upon as the best skipper of them 
all, by only 35 seconds over an 8-mile 
course. 

Young Jake Schaefer, probably the 
greatest 18.2 balkline billiard player 
in the world today, worshiped Wil- 
lie Hoppe,-but it was his father, the 
late Jake Schaefer, who taught him 
how to use a cue as a boy, even 
though Young Jake did not take to 
serious practice until after his fa- 
ther’s death. | 

The list of athletes who were start- 
ed on the path to glory in childhood 
by their parents could be extended 
almost indefinitely. As numerous as 
are the instances of such paternal- 
istic influences in the making of 
champions in the past (for all these:

LOVE LETTERS OF GREAT FRENCH ACTRESS

RY generation or two adds a 
name to the world’s legendary 
figures. Posterity, with its his- 
ories, novels, plays, and now, 

with its moving pictures, keeps them 
alive eternally. And sometimes by a 
stroke of good fortune letters are 
found that enable the individual to 
speak direct to posterity. 

The Marquis d’Argenson has_re- 
cently published some hitherto un- 
known letters of one of these legen- 
dary figures. They are the love let- 
ters of Adrienne Lecouvreur, that 
pathetic queen of the French stage, 
whose woes and triumphs were re-en- 
acted by Sarah Bernhardt in the play 
that Scribe and Legouvé wrote origin- 
ally for Rachel. They are all ad- 
dressed to Maurice de Saxe, warrior 
and fire-eater, the yictor of Fontenoy,. 

The personality of Adrienne Le- 
couvreur is probably unique in theat- 
rical annals. Her biographers in- 
sist strongly on the extraordinary 
feat she performed in making for 
herself a place in the exclusive so- 
ciety of her day, when the theatrical 
profession in France was held in 
such low esteem that the clergy re- 
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laboriously, and a few years later 
she appeared before the footlights. 

For years she toured in Flanders 
and in Lorraine, living the Bohemian 
life of a poor eighteenth-century 
provincial actress. She had love af- 
fairs. Two little girls were born 
to her. At the age of. 25 she re- 
turned to Paris and made her début 
in the capital. She found herself 
famous literally overnight. 


Her Natural Style. 


Her success was in a large mieas- 
ure that of the innovator. It was 
Adrienne Lecouvreur who introduced 
a simple, natural delivery of speech 
to replace the singing Intonation and 
declamation which had until then 
been the rule in the French theatre. 
‘She possessed, moreover, the tragic 
spirit in an uncommon degree—a 
spirit to which her personal appear-

Saint-Simon, “fone of those men born 
to produce the greatest of love dis- 
asters.’’

The air tests in the analysis. room 
are conducted to ascertain the 
amounts of carbon dioxide. in the 
samples of air from the respiration 
chamber. The generation of energy 
in our bodies—the combustion or 
metabolism of our bodies—forms car- 
bon dioxide which is breathed out 
almost immediately. In general the 
greater the amount of carbon dioxide 
‘produced the greater the combustion.

HREE purposes can be read out 

of President Coolidge’s Sum- 

mer in the Black Hills, his first 

vacation in the. West. He is 
here, of course, to get what rest and 
recreation he can in these high al- 
titudes. In the second place, he has 
an opportunity to test his own po- 
litical strength; and the third objec- 
tive appears to be an attempt.to find 
@ solution of the farm problem and 
thereby remove it from politics and 
the 1928 primaries. 

It can be accepted as certain that 
Mr. Coolidge had more than vacation 
reasons in coming here. The man- 
mer in which he spends his time in- 
dicates this. His present vacation 
is not the same as those in previous 
Summers. at Plymouth, Vt., at 
Swampscott and at Paul Smiths, It 
is similar in that he is seeing people, 
but.it is dissimilar in that he is far 
more occupied officially than during 
the hot months of other years. __ 

In his first three weeks in the 
Black Hills the President made sey- 
eral impromptu speeches in which he 
sought to express his appreciation of 
the West and its problems. He has, 
moreover, accepted invitations to 
participate in local celebrations that 
mark epochs of American frontier 
life of fifty years ago. Such was the 
Belle Fourche rodeo last week. Such 
will be the coming celebrations of the 
finding of gold in Custer and the 
Deadwood pageant of 1876. And next 
Saturday at a gathering at Ardmore 
Mr. Coolidge will hear expressed the 
thoughts of the South Dakota 
farmers. 

His schedule of appointments 
shows that he intends to get in in- 
timate touch with the viewpoint of 
the agricultural West by means of 
conferences with farm leaders, poli- 
ticians and those who direct industry 
and commerce. Thus the Presi- 
dent’s vacation in some respects is 
not much different from his Winter 
occupation. And after he has 
weighed the evidence he will reach 
@ conclusion—a conclusion that he 
hopes will stem the political revolt 
fin the West. In all probability this 
conclusion will appear in the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress. 

The West and the President. 

It cannot be said that President 
Coolidge has fitted easily into the at- 
mosphere of the West... Thus far his 
personality has made no distinct im- 
pression on the hardy men of the 
mountains and those who roam the 
plains, He does not ride horseback. 
There is little in his diversions which 

appeal to those who have fought 
their way against climate and an un- 
developed territory. His quiet de- 
meanor holds him back from re- 
sponding in kind to the West’s open 
cordiality—a West accustomed to the 
spontaneity of a Roosevelt. © 

President Coolidge seems to stand 
out here not because of himself but 
because of his position. ‘Westerners 
appear pleased that he has honored a 
déveloping country ‘still beset with 
difficult problems, but they have not 
yet broken beneath his reserve and 
found the man. To them he is the 
President of the United States and 
thus is highly honored and respected 
by the people. Their hospitality has 
been frank and ‘sincere, such as is 
accorded to every stranger, and it 


Although it is apparent that Presi- 
dent Coolidge has not yet won the 
West personally, it is too early to 
estimate whether this is a lasting 
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granite cathedrals of.the mountains, 
in the midst of which is the,Summer 
White House.

"the first few days the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge entered with zest 
into. fishing expeditions.

The Summer capital is not an ideal 
Summer retreat. The weather has 
been very sultry, the temperature 
frequently reaching 98 degrees at 
the Executive Office here. 


From Office to Lodge. 


The drive to the lodge, which takes 
an hour and is for the most part over 
the plains and rolling hills, is one 
that would not be selected for com- 
fort. The dust is heavy and the sun 


to wilt the President’s collar on the 
hottest days. 

While the lodge occupied by the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge is 1,000 
feet higher than Rapid City, it does 
not escape the heat during the day. 
On the second Sunday of his vaca- 


tion the temperature at the lodge 


was 94 degrees, while Washington 
had a temperature of 83 degrees. The 
temperature at Rapid City was two 
degrees higher. The lodge is shel- 
tered by hills, except on one side, 
and the cool air from Mount Harney 
does not reach it. 

The Summer White House has no 
great advantages in the daytime over 
the White House at the national 
capital, 1,800 miles away. The heat 


pours down with such intensity as; 





here is most intense, , reaching as 
high as 110 degrees in midsummer, 
It differs from Washington ,in that 
it is not so humid and is tempered 
by an occasional breeze. 

President .Coolidge has found an 
economic condition worthy of his 
study oh the western extremity of the 
corn and farm belt, but has not proe- 
vided himself with the cool and com- 
fort of previous Summer vacations. 
Black Hills weather has some com- 
forting aspects. It is whimsical. Fre- 
quently the temperature drops from 
15 to 20 degrees and brings a hail 
storm. The Executive Office already 
has had one such storm, and more 
are promised, if the weather is true 
to precedent.. ‘ -” ) 

After sunset there is nearly always 
a breeze to cool the air and make 
sleeping comfortable after a day 
spent in the blistering heat. Pres- 
ident Coolidge is represented as en- 
joying his rest at the Lodge; but 
members of the Presidential party 
who live in Rapid City have not had 
the same undisturbed nights. 


The President’s Day. 


President Coolidge’s vacation day 
is spent about the same as if he were 
in Washington, except that he breaks 
his work with an occasional fishing 
party, a walk or a motor ride. He 
lives in a twenty-room lodge, . used 
heretofore as a hotel. It has two 
large pleasant rooms on the first 
floor and spacious sleeping rooms on 
the second. It stands in the game 
preserye high above the road that 
winds about some 200 feet below. 
This thoroughfare is kept open for

His private office is a 
square, well-lighted schoolroom, on 
three sides of which are blackboards. 
It is used in the school term by the 
French teacher. An electric clock 
faces him as he sits at his mahogany 
desk. Turkish rugs cover the floor. 
In one corner is a water bottle. It 
is an office that inspires thought 
and carries the President. back to 
his care-free school and college days. 
On his desk is a telephone. He can 
talk with his Cabinet in Washing- 
ton over the long-distance telephone 
within ten minutes. 

Next to his room is the private 
office of Everett Sanders, Secretary 
to the President. A sign indicates 
that it was used by the Superinten- 
dent of Schools. Along the corridor 
are the offices of E. T. Clark, pri- 
vate secretary to the President, and 
the ‘stenographers and other clerks. 
Next is the telegraph and telephone 
room, The private telegraph line 
between here and Washington is 
open from 9 o’clock until the Presi- 
dent goes to bed. In this way, by 
telegraph and telephone, the Presi- 
dent is,.instantly informed of all 
governmental matters requiring his 
attention. Dispatches from ‘Ambas- 
sadors and developments at Geneva 
are reported to him. If he is not in 
his office, information is conveyed 
to him at the lodge.

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Beacon Which Guides the Night Air Mail.

HE recent transoceanic flights 
from New York to France and 
Germany and from California 
to Hawaii have had a stirring 
effect upon Americans. Lindbergh, 
Chamberlin, Levine and Byrd blaz- 
ing the air trail across the Atlantic, 
Lieutenants Maitland and Hegen- 
berger of the Army Air Corps bridg- 
ing the gap between this country and 
Hawaii, have impressedon the pub- 
lic mind the broad potentialities of 
air travel. 

One would assume that New York, 
because it was selected as the jump- 
ing-off place for three successful 
transatlantic flights, occupies a com- 
manding position among cities that 
have their air transportation  facili- 
ties to fullest possible advantage. 
This, however, is not the case. On 
the contrary; New York has been the 
departure point of three of the great 
pioneer flights simply because it oc- 
cupies a strategic position and not 
because it has airport facilities that 
offer actual inducements for avia- 
tion activity. 

New York—the largest city in the 
United States—does not possess an 
airport; and yet, despite this handi- 
cap, the.city’s utility to aviation has 
been demonstrated time and again, 
while, on the other hand, aviation on 
numerous occasions has proved its 
value to New York. 

I am fully convinced that New 
York's airport, when one is estab- 
lished, will be as useful to the trade 
of the city and of the nation as are 
its harbors and its railroad termi- 
nals. As aviation develops, New 
York should become a junction point 
for transatlantic and transconti- 
nental air traffic, even as San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles may become 
connecting links for Pacific air 
travel. 


Where Further Advancement Rests. 


We are standing on the threshold 
of a new and wonderful transporta- 
tion era. Further advancement. lies 
not alone in the grasp of men who 
build or operate airplanes, but. also 
in the hands of those who must pro- 
vide the airport facilities without 
which commercial lines are ag handi- 
capped as steamship companies with- 
out piers and railroad companies 
without.terminals. 

The progress made since early in 
1926 in the construction of airports 
is amazing, I have recently com- 
pleted an inspection trip hy air 
which covered about 6,000 miles. 
This journey took me to the Pacific 
Coast and as far south as the Mexi- 
can border. I found keen enthusi- 
asm in air development everywhere. 
More than that, the enthusiasm is 
producing results in thé form of in- 
telligently planned airport projects. 
‘ From Washington to Dallas—from 
San Antonio to El Paso—from San 
Diego to San Francisco—from Salt 
Lake City to Omaha-—from St. Jo 
seph to Dayton—at these and inter- 
médiate stopping points I found air- 
ports already established, under con- 
struction or in process of planning. 

I hope New York City will soon 
fall into line with its sister cities. 
I appreciate the difficulties’ which 
face the City Administration and the 
various civic organizations interested 
in the plan to give New York an air 
port, Many things must be consid- 
ered. Cost—e large item. Location— 
another vexing problem,

travel is expended in going to or 
coming from the flying field. 

I am not prepared to suggest loca- 
tions for New York’s airport. Those 
interested in the realization of the 
project must settle that question. 
There is in New York, due to in- 
tensive studies already made, a defi- 
nite idea as to what should be done. 
The thing to do is to go ahead and do 


it. 
City Handicapping Itself. 

To delay action simply because of 
the high value of lands desirable for 
airport purposes is waste of time. 
Land values in New York are not 
going to slump and an airport must 
be provided. If it is not acquired 
this year, it must be acquired next 
year or very soon thereafter. Money 
invested in an airport will unques- 
tionably, in time, yield revenues. 

The longer New York delays in pro- 
viding an airport, the more it is han- 
dicapping itself. The city is sur- 
rounded by populous centres within 
easy flying distance, all equipped 
with good airports, but New York 
cannot reap the benefit of those air- 
ways facilities until it has an air- 
port of its own. Nor can air trans- 
portation lines give adequate service 
along the Atlantic seaboard until 
New York’s airport emerges from the 
blue-print stage. 

Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Detroit, Chicago, Buffalo 
—all have airports. The airplane 
would bring these cities many hours 
nearer to New York than they are by 
train—provided New York could es- 
tablish proper air station facilities, 
Airways should radiate from New 
York to these cities as spokes from 
the hub of a wheel. The spokes are 
in place but, so far, the hub is miss- 
ing. 

Nor is there any reason why the 
cities in New York State, with their 
manufacturing and business activi- 
ties, should not be linked together 
with intrastate airways. Try to 
imagine what such a system of air- 
ways, with stops at Poughkeepsie, 
Albany, Schenectady, Utica, Syra- 
cuse, Rochester and Buffalo, would 
mean to the business groups in New 
York. The State, from a transporta- 
tion standpoint, wou'd be welded into 
one huge community. It would mean 
little more to go to Albany from New 
York by air than it now does to go 
from the Bronx to Brooklyn by sub- 
way. Even an airplane making 
local stops is speedier than an ex- 
press train. To realize the possifbill- 
ties, four things are needed—planes, 
pilots, ports and public cooperation. 
Transportation companies are ready 
to furnish the pilots and the planes, 
but it is up to the cities to furnish 
the airports and up to the public to 
provide the business to enable the 
transportation lines to exist. 

A Vision o the Future. } 

With a properly outlined system of 
airways it would be possible to leave 
New York after the Empire State 
Express pulls out of the Grand Cen- 
tral, fly as far weat as Buffalo and 
return to New York before the Em- 
pire ‘would’ have’ left Rochester for 
its. Buffalo terminal... Such is the 
speed of the airplane. 

Up-State cities are showing they 
realize the opportunities that Hie in 
air traffic. Airport projects are un- 
der way in nearly a dozen communi- 
ties. Buffalo has one of the finest 
airports in the country. This port, 
though only little more than six 


| months ‘old, hums with activity. I 


close. So close, in fact, that military 
aviation, for its eventual effective- 
ness in a large emergency, depends 
upon the support it can get from a 
well-established aircraft industry and 
from an air-trained civilian per- 
sonnel. Without such support, mili- 
tary aviation is seriously handi- 
capped. 

Saturday, July 2, marked the first 
anniversary of the approval by Presi- 
dent Coolidge and by Congress of 
the Five-Year Army Air Corps de- 
velopment program. The machin- 
ery created at that time for army 
air expansion has produced results. 
Nearly 300 planes have been con- 
tracted for during the past twelve 
months. Of these 135 have been de- 
livered. Our training and research 
facilities have been expanded and 
new bombardment and attack 
planes, far superior to those now in 
use, have Been developed. Not a 
“Jenny” will be in service after 
Sept. 1. It is being replaced by mod- 
ern equipment, 


The new fiscal year, which began 
on July 1, will produce even greater 
results in army air advancement 
than did 1926-27, Appropriations 
have been made that will enable us 
to carry out the first increment pro- 
visions of the program, which calls 
for the purchase this year of 590 
planes of yarious types and increases 
the number of flying officers and 
enlisted men. 


Industrial Reserve Needed. 


By the close of 1932 this country— 
if the five-year program is brought 
to its culmination—will. have an 
Army Air Corps of 1,650 flying offi- 
cers, 550 reserve officers on active 
duty and 15,000 enlisted men. The 
flying equipment will consist of 480 
pursuit planes, 95 attack, 185 bom- 
bardment, 59 transport, 412 observa- 
tion, 72 -amphibians, 479 training 
planes and 110 aircraft in war ser- 
vice. 


During the last fiscal year the 
Army Air Corps launched several 
important flying projects. Chief 
among these were the flight to 
Hawaii and the Pan-American 
*“Good-Will”” mission. The former is 
of peculiar value not alone because 
it ‘involves a unique and difficult 
navigation problem but also because 
it is the first time in history that 
tramsoceanic delivery has been 
made by a plane traveling under its 
own power. The ship used in the 
Hawaiian flight was a regular army 
transport. It will remain in Hawaii, 
where it will be used by the army 
in inter-island service. 


The public has reason to feel sat- 
isfied. with the progress made toward 
expanding the Army Air Corps and 
increasing the efficiency of our mili- 
tary planes. The five-year program 
provides the basis for Army Air 
Corps growth with the end in view 
that our military air units may be 
of sufficient strength to serve two 
definite purposes. First, as a highly

This principle of preparedness is as 
old as our nation. It applies to all 
the branches of our military and 
naval establishments. But in order 
that it may be effective there must 
be back of our military organizations 
a well-organized industrial reserve 
ready to do its share when the call 
is sounded. 

From the military point of view, 
commercial aviation is as much a 
national necessity as steamships, 
railroads and other means of trans- 
portation. The more we expedite the 
growth of commercial aviation, the 
more we strengthen the aerial re- 
serve of this country in case of war. 


Commercial Flying Important. 

A well-established commercial air 
transport would produce a strong in- 
dustry. It would stimulate engineer- 
ing genius, always seeking new 
realms to conquer. It would create 
a great reserve of trained mechanics 
and pilots and—not least important— 
widespread commercial air activity 
would result in the establishment and 
maintenance of a system of airports 
that can be expanded. Military 
planes depend upon airports for their 
mobility as much as other branches 
of the army depend upon highways 
and railroads. Airports—in brief—are 
vitally essential to the nation’s de- 
fense. 

The relationship between commer- 
cial and military aviation is not one- 
sided. In its early stages, the air- 
plane was put almost exclusively to 
military use. Its development has 
necessarily been largely in the hands

The War Department has done all 
and will continue to do all that it 
can to aid in that progress, It is 
eager to make as many contributions 
as possible toward stimulating com- 
mercial aviation, and in so doing to 
foster an agency of peace and good- 
will,.In this.rcespect.it is following 
the general policy of the Government 
to encourage, in the most practical 
and in the most direct “way, ‘the 
growth of commercial flying in this 
country.

They arrived in England 
recently and have been seeing some 
of the sights, and especially the 
farms. 

This trial of skill between the boy 
and girl farmers of two nations is 
the culmination of a movement that 
began some twenty years back, when 
the University of Wisconsin earned 
the title of “‘Cow College” by estab- 
lishing courses in agriculture, par- 
ticularly in the Winter months. The 
young people who came up from the 
snow-bound farms to take these lim- 
ited courses and were dubbed ‘“‘short- 
. horns,” learned a great deal that 
was highly practical regarding the 
chemistry of soils and fertilizers, 
the best food for live stock and the 
proper way to keep accounts. 

The American genius for organiza- 
tion promptly seized on the idea. 
The agricultural colleges scattered 
' throughout the country, now num- 
bering nearly fifty, adopted the plan 
and deyeloped it along broader lines. 
The plan of university extension 
was applied to this new field, the 
agricultural colleges sending out 





As propagandists of better farm- 
ing, the agents hit on the plan of 
organizing local clubs of boys and 
girls between the ages of 10 and 
20, to become the centres of agri- 
cultural teaching and, even more, 
of better farming practice. The 
clubs number anywhere from three 
to a dozen or more, they meet once 
a month and govern themselves. 
They meet at the homes of their 
youthful members and are nothing 
if not concrete. There are chicken 
clubs, calf clubs, pig clubs, and so 
on. The county agents supply the 
theoretical knowledge, which the 
young club members put in practice. 

Sound Economy Taught. 

Above all, the young farmers are 
taught that to count everything is 
the essence of sound economy. For 
example, when a young member of 
a calf club undertakes to raise a 
calf he must learn first the correct 
ration and how to increase it as the 
calf grows, and he must learn the 
cost of each element of that ration. 
In the same way, girl members must 
keep an exact account of everything 
they use in cooking meals, so that 
they can tell, at the end of a week, 
exactly what it has cost to feed the 
family. 

The movement has already had a 
large success. The National Indus- 
trial Conference Board of New York, 
which appointed a commission to 
study the farm problem, in coopera- 
tion with the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, has collected evidence 
to show that of 6,000,000 young peo- 
ple on American farms 600,000 are 
already members of these clubs, 
working under the skilled guidance 
of the county agents sent out by the 
agricultural colleges.

The groups of country cousins and 
other ultimate consumers who gather 
to witness the manikin being put 
through his teetering paces watch 
keenly for an eyelid’s flutter or a

Something near 
the ticket window caught his eye, 
an oblong box standing against the 
wall, upright, with a mirror in its 
front. — 

A Trap for Pennies. 


The salesman walked over and ex- 
amined the box. A slot machine— 
something mew in those days. He 
fished about in his pockets for a 
penny, amd slipped it into the ma- 
chine. Thes he pressed the plunger. 
A faint metallic clink sounded inside 
as the penny dropped, but nothing 
else happened. The salesman pressed 
the plunger again and again nothing 
came of it. . 

“A trap for suckers,’”’ he mused, 
and grew indignant. He sought out 
the ticket agent and made a com- 
plaint. The agent only shrugged his 
shoulders, 

A few minutes later the train 
rumbled inte the station. The sales- 
man climbed aboard. It was a local 
train of poorly lighted coaches, and 
he dropped into a seat in the rear 
of the smoker, still irritated by his 
experience with the slot machine and 
the station agent’s attitude. He be- 
gan askiag himself how the machine 
worked—Bow could it profitably ope- 
rate on pennies? Soon he was busy 
with paper and pencil making esti- 
mates, agsuring himself that, run on 
a large Scale, the machine was a 
paying proposition.

tie was traveling out of Detroit, and 
as soon ag he reached home he went 
to work to develop his idea. He had 
saved several hundred dollars and 
most of &% he spent in the building 
of a penmy-in-the-slot weighing ma- 
chine.

years his company controlled almost 
the entire penny scale field. 

Three years ago Mr, Westbrook, 
now a comparatively wealthy mén, 
was playing golf at the Annandale 
Club, just outside Los Angeles. His 
partner was Archibald M. Andrews, 
a New Yorker. Westbrook told the 
story of the penny scale and men- 
tioned casually that he intended sell- 
ing part of his stock. 

That night Mr. Andrews agreed to 
buy a half interest in the company 
and a few months later he bought the 
other half, paying out, altogether, 
$3,000,000. Today, the company 
known as the Peerless Scale Com- 
pany, maintains a large factory in 
Detroit. 

Old System and New. 


The old system of sending around 
collectors to gather proceeds from 
the scales has been abolished. The 
latest type scales are run on a pro 
rata basis. The indicator has been 
done away with. When a customer 
steps on the modern scale he re- 
ceives a ticket on which is printed 
his weight, the date and his ‘“‘for- 
tune.”’ 

Under the present system these 
tickets are sold outright by the scale 
company at 80 cents per hunderd. 
The owner of the store where the 
scale is placed receives a key to it 
and does his own collecting. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Andrews one chain store 
company which made a net profit of 
$25,000,000 last year estimated that 
2 per cent. of its profit were made 
from the penny scales. 


Weighing a Criminal. 


Mr. Andrews tells the story of a 
man out West who was wanted for 
murder. The man, so the story goes, 
stepped on a weighing machine, got 
a ticket with his weight and his 
“‘fortune,’’ part of which said: ‘“The 
best thing to do is to make a clean 
breast of everything. Honesty is 
the best policy.’’ For several days 
he carried the card in his pocket. 
When he weighed himself again he 
discovered he had lost fifteen pounds. 
This time the fortune read: “It is 
best to be truthful always, Tf there! 
is anything on your mind, tell it at 
once and ease your conscience.”’ 
Whereupon the slayer is said to have 
gone to the nearest police station and 
given himself up. a

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NEW WOLF CHILD 
FOUND IN INDIA 





Even Kipling Is Moved to Join the Dispute Over 


The Authenticity of 


Beings—Many Other Cases Reported 


LONDON. 

EWS of the discovery of an- 

other alleged wolf-child in In- 

dia has started a brisk contro- 
versy here over the authenticity of 
such children. No previous wolf- 
child has occasioned so much stir in 
scientific quarters as has the boy dis- 
covered by Indian herdsmen a few 
weeks ago in a wolves’ cave near Mi- 
awana, seventy-five miles from Alla- 
habad. 

Some of the best known medical 
men in London have called the story 
incredible. Old Indian army officers 
have replied by asserting that they 
have actually seen wolf-children in 
India—loping along on all fours and 
eating their food between their 
hands like wolves, growling and 
snarling, even strongly impregnated 
with the odor of wolves. These of- 
ficers say they have themselves veri- 
fied stories of the children’s jungle 
upbringing. 

Rudyard Kipling, whose Mowgli of 
the “‘Jungle Book’”’ is the best known 
wolf-child in fiction, has for once 
withdrawn his veto on newspaper 
interviews, and is quoted as saying 
that wolf-children “are by no means 
impossible.’” The author goes on to 
say: | : 

‘“There have been other instances 
of them. They say that the Miawana 
boy ¢rawis on the hands and knees: 
I think it much more likely that it 
would be the knees and elbows. That 
was the way of the other children 
who, liké Mowgli, were adopted by 
wolves and knew all the mysteries 
of the jungle. That way leaves their 
hands free to seize their prey and to 
defend themselves.”’ | 


The Latest Case. 


The Miawana wolf-boy is believed 
to be between 7 and 12 years of age 
and in appearance is said to be little 
different from ordinary children. He 
is able to stand and he walks with a 
fair degree of ease. At times, ac- 
cording to reports, he prefers to 
crawl, sitting on his haunches with 
his legs curled up beneath him and 
propelling himself forward with the 
palms of his hands on the ground. 
His legs are thin and he appears un- 
der-nourished. Doctors who have ex- 
amined him say he has lived on roots 
and herbs for years. Although he is 
now given meat, he frequently eats 
grass when taken out in the cool of 


the evening. He has a voracious ap-/dustani for Saturday, the day on 


petite, is subject to fits and at times 
exhibits fierceness. 


His only talk is a kind of loud 
bark, which he keeps up continuous 
ly. On the left side of his face he 
has a scar which local doctors be 
lieve may have been inflicted by a 
wolf and which drags his left eye 
down in an unnatural expression. 
Police who examined the wolves’ 
cave in which the herdsmen found 
him detected his footmarks there. He 
was taken to Allahabad and later 
to the mental home at Bareilly, 
where he now is. 


Alleged wolf-children used to be 
discovered frequently in India. More 
than fifty years ago Professor Max 
Muller saw in these cases the only 
available ex »erimental test to deter- 
mine whether language is a heredi- 
tary instinct, and urged a thorough 
investigation of the next wolf-child 
to be found. Such investigation has 
never been made with the thorough- 
ness Professor Muller desired, and 
the fact that the Miawana case pre- 
sents another opportunity for an in- 
quiry on the spot explains in part the 
controversy that has started. 


Mowgli Not Typical. 

Such reports as have reached here 
make it appear that the Miawana 
case is typical of its kind. The al- 
leged wolf-children of fact are far 
removed from Mowgli of the “‘Jungle 
Book.”” In reality wolf-children are 
sullen, ferocious, incapable of human 
speech, and they always walk upon 
their hands and knees if left to them- 
selves. They are usually boys, al- 
though cases of wolf-girls have been 
reported. They are always said to 
have been discovered in the company 
of wolves or in dens wolves have re- 
cently occupied. In a few cases they 
have been restored to their supposed 
parents, but usually are kept either 
in a mission home or in a State asy- 
lum. They always remain mental 
defectives, and rarely live long in 
captivity. They are captured wild 
and generally cannot be tamed. 

There has been widespread belief 
as far back as the Romulus and 
Remus story to the effect that wild 
animals are capable of bringing up 
human infants with their cubs. If 
the belief is supported by any of the 
numerous cases reported from India 
in the last century, the children who 
have been so brought up have been

The 
most famous of them, the one com- 
monly known-as the Secundra wolf- 
boy, is the best authenticated case 
within the memory of living man.

The wolf was shot as 
soon it rushed out and its companion 
was pounced upon and captured after 
a.severe struggle, during which sev- 
eral members of the party were bit- 
ten. Two wolf cubs were also killed 
and the party returned to the Magis- 
trate to claim a reward for the dead 
wolf and the dead cubs, and to ex- 
hibit the human being they had cap- 
tured. 

The wolf bounty was paid and the 
wolf-boy was sent to the Secundra 
Orphanage. He was thought to be 
about 7 or 8 years old. For a long 
time he tore off the clothes that were 
supplied him and persisted in eating 
his food from the ground.

——A VIA TION — 
Air Mail Service to Europe Now 
Looms as Commercial Possibility 








By BUSSELL OWEN. | 


N air mail to Europe is not 
nearly so remote as it seemed 
a few months ago. The suc 
cess of the transatlantic flying 
has already proved that it might be 
commercially practicable, although it 
will probably be some time yet be- 
fore it is attempted. 
"Only a few days ago Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General W. Ir- 
ving Glover announced that the Post- 
office Department would establish 
an air route over the Atlantic at the 
first opportunity, and that schedules 
could probably be maintained with 
regularity. Mr. Glover possibly has 
some other route in mind than the 
one by way of Newfoundland, which 
held up Byrd so long. Many persons 
familiar with flying problems be- 
lieve that the route eventually 
chosen will be by way of the Azores. 
Dr. John H. Kimball of the New 
York Weather Bureau believes that 
the route will be by way of Ber- 
muda and the Azores, because there 
is an almost constant area of good 
weather across the Atlantic between 
these islands. 


An air mail route over the Atlantic 
would be commercially the most at- 
tractive route in the world, and it 
can be.demonstrated even now that 
it would be profitable. If Chamber- 
lin had made his hop by way of 
Newfoundland and Ireland, and had 
taken 500 pounds of mail, which 
would have been possible by cutting 
down his fuel between stops, he 
could have made a handsome profit 
on his trip. Figuring roughly, Cham- 
berlin’s mail should have brought 
him a return of about $5,000, at air 
mail rates, and the cost of operating 
the plane would have been about 
$2,000. . 

Every possible objection has been

There seems to remain a decided in- 
centive to establish an ocean air mail 
service in a different and safer type 
of plane.

O fewer than 60,000,000 
Americans hold some form of 
life insurance. In its varied 
forms, insurance has become 

the medium of making the present 
provide for the future, to an extent 
that no other generation ever con- 
ceived. It is probable that about 90,- 
000,000 people, or even a larger num- 
ber, will benefit from their own poli- 
éies or those of others. The Ameri- 
can people have fewer dependents 
today than any people ever had, and 
the institution of insurance is likely 
to make a still larger number inde- 
pendent. 

Continuing prosperity is reflected 
in the recent growth of this protec- 
tion, and 1927 seems likely to see 
riew high marks established. All the 
principal companies have increased’ 
their risks over the same period of 
last year, when the total of policies 
issued reached the sum of $16,400,- 
000,000. Lapsed policies and expira- 
tions represented about half as much, 
indicating that many of those who 
buy insurance permit it to be for- 
feited without gaining any of the ex- 
pected advantages. But the net gain 
for the year was something more 
than $8,000,000,000, bringing the total 
outstanding insurance to the huge 
sum of $79,950,000,000. With a fur- 


ther gain for 1927 in view, the time) ; 


is not far off when Americans will 
carry $100,000,000,000 of life protec- 
tion. 

Of the insurance in effect, some 
$60,000,000,000 represents individual 
life policies and probably a third of 
that sum has endowment features 
attached. The insurance policy has 
become. more than a promise of pay- 
ment at the end of life. It is a 
highly developed instrument of busi- 
ness that may be used for. many pur- 
poses. But, fundamentally, the in- 
surance policy retains its basic prin- 
ciple—security for those who come 
afterward. It is seldom that a man 
of any prominence dies without leav- 
ing a part of his wealth in insurance. 
And the man of smaller means is 
learning how to build an insurance 
estate as well as the man of large 
affairs. 


“Straight-Life”’’ Policies. 


The “‘straight-life’’ policy still lies 
at the foundation of the insurance 
_ plan, a virtually unimpeachable form 
of protection for dependents, and 
much the larger part of the insur- 
ance total. Endowment policies com- 
monly are bought by the man with 
an eye upon his old age. They are 
sometimes purchased in series, to 
fall due at intervals of a few years 
and usually after the beneficiary 
is 60. 


An illustration of the way insur- 
ance makes it possible to capitalize 
the present for the future is to be 
found in the growth of gifts to ac- 
crue after death. Almost every day 
the man of affairs is approached by 
representatives of colleges, hospitals 
and other institutions, seeking .sup- 
port for programs of expansion. Of- 
ten he is receptive, willing to help, 
but lacks the desired $5,000, $10,000 
or $50,000. The money may not be 
needed at oncé, but the institution is 
anxious to be assured of it when re- 
quired, and it gets it in the form of 
_ life insurance. : oS, 

Life insurahce funds have become 
so large that they: are closely bound 
up with American industry. They 
represent the greatest reservoir of 
capital in the world, and no field 
of business has involved swifter 
changes than the edministration~of 
this wealth. Every year the Amer- 
ican people invest in their future pro- 
tection a sum larger than ‘the na- 
tional wealth of many countries. 
Safe and profitable outlets must be 
found. The disposal of policyholders’ 
premiums has a direct and far- 
reaching influence on national de- 
velopment. A conspicuous part of 
the capital entering into the rapidly 
developing utility field has’ been 
drawn from insurance premiums. 
Municipal and State bonds provide 
other outlets for manv millions each 
year. The reservoir of: insurance 
capital is expanding .so fast that ap- 
propriate investments are fairly 
hard to find, and the placing of in- 
surance funds has become an exact- 
ing responsibility. 

An Influential Figure. 


Although the insurance executive 
is not so much talked about as some 
other figures in American business, 
he wields a larger influence than 
most men. He must have specialized 
experience, knowledge of adminis- 
trative work on the broadest scale; 
and particularly of investment val- 
ues. The typical insurance executives 
of the country include men well 
qualified for’ their responsibilities: 
An interesting figure has been added 
to this group by the election of David 
F. Houston as President of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company: His 
appointment follows a career as edu- 
cator, Cabinet member and business 
man. . . » 

Mr. Houston will now undertake to 
direct one of the greatest of the un- 
derwriting organizations. His com- 
pany stands sixth in line, the leaders

perience should be of great. value. 
He has handled public and individual 
problems in the course of his career, 
a kind of training well suited for 
the head of such an institution. Few 
men begin as tutors and develop into 
executives of big business. But Mr. 
Houston started in that capacity, his 
first important post being the Presi- 
dency of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of Texas, for which 
he was chosen in 1902. Later he be- 
came Secretary of Agriculture in the 
first Wilson Administration, taking 
over that portfolio on the verge of 
the World War. 

From the start of hostilities in 1914 
he developed a campaign of planting 
and helped to handle our national 
products in a manner that enabled 
the country to feed a large share of 
the allied nations. The relief of 
Belgium, the provisioning of first 
the Allies and then our own troops, 
were closely related to the Secre- 
tary’s efforts at home. Retiring 
from these duties to become head of 
the Treasury, Mr. Houston con- 
tinued in that post until 1920 and 
later entered business. As financial 
Vice President of the American Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Company and 
head of the Bell Telephone Securi- 
ties Company, his experience was

Mr. Duffield is a Princeton man 
and has taken an active interest in 
the affairs of that institution. He be- 
gan as a lawyer, coming to the Pru- 
dential in 1916, when he was made 
general counsel. Six years later he 
took over direction of its affairs. 


The head of the Equitable also has 
had a leading part in the expansion 
of American insurance. William A. 
Day, President since 1911, assumed 
that position soon after the insurance 
investigation conducted by Charles E. 
Hughes, which resulted in the mu- 


|| tualization of large New York com- 


panies. It was a particularly difficult 
moment in insurance history, but Mr. 
Day saw his company through it. 


Louis F. Butler, President of the 
Travelers, is essentially an insurance 
man, having joined the company in 
1890. He has been identified with its 
long record of progress since that 
time in many responsible posts, be- 
coming President in 1915. This com- 
pany writes a large total of accident 
insurance as well as the ugual life 
policies and is known as a leader in 
its field. 


Insurance Explained. 


Another well-known figure of the 
insurance field is Darwin P. Kings- 
ley, head of the New York Life. He 
entered the field early in his career 
as Superintendent of Insurance in 
Colorado, coming to his company in 
1892 and the Presidency in 1907. Mr. 
Kingsley has done much to interpret 
insurance in terms of popular under- 
standing. 


‘Life insurance is light in the aver- 
age man’s life,’’ he said, commenting 
on the great development now under 
way. ‘‘If we should look back to the 
time when this company was organ- 
ized, in 1845, we would find the typi- 
cal citizen could assure his heirs of 
no security beyond that represented 
by his immediate property—perhaps 
a store, a home, or money. His value 
to his family, his business and the 
State became disproportionate to his 
span of life.

addition to the natural hazards of 
life, his family was heir to the special 
hazards of death. It matured all 
obligations and destroyed his great- 
est asset—himself. 


“The pressing social problem was 
further to increase the value of hu- 
man life, and at the same time ex- 
tend that value beyond the natural 
span, especially by means of protec- 
tion for those deprived of their lead- 
er and helper. In this way life in- 
surance was created. I believe that 
the basic idea underlying it is sound- 
er and safer than that supporting 
any. political structure. The insured 
man, in the power that comes from 
a sense of protection, is an illustra- 
tion of what the citizen should be in 
a democracy. 

*‘Life insurance is doing more than 
supplement the social and business 
necessities of modern life. It takes 
them up where the individual breaks 
down, perpetuates a part of the value 
of the worker when he ceases to 
work, and enables his beneficiaries 
to go on with life in a way otherwise 
impossible. The modest insurance 
policy makes it possible for the every- 
day citizen to redeem his pledges, 
whether they be to his dependents, 
his associates or the State; it is nec- 
essary to our plan of civilization. Its 
principal function is to conserve hu- 
man values beyond the moment. of 
their creation; to prevent their dis- 
sipation by any means whatever. It 
binds today and tomorrow and con- 
verts the hopes of one into the reali- 
ties of the other. Perhaps the great- 
est value that it creates is courage.”

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Bees Prefer Blue, Suds Subdue Oil 
Fires, Learning Easiest Around 20

R nine years Dr. Frederic E. 
Clements and Dr. Frances L. 
Long have been conducting a 
series of investigations at the 
Pike’s Peak Laboratory of the Car- 
negie Institution of Washington to 
find out why insects are attracted 
to some flowers and not to others. 
Color, shape, fragrance, nectar, pol- 
len, general appearance—every at- 
tribute of a flower has been consid- 
ered. 

Artificial roses can be made s0 
realistically that we pick them up 
to smell them. They would never 
fool bees or butterflies, nor would 
the most cunningly prepared pansies, 
violets and buttercups. Swarms of 
insects flew over these counterfeits, 
but only two specimens deigned to 
alight on them. On the other hand 
real blossoms on a living branch, 
placed among the artificial flowers, 
were invariably sought out by bees. 
Natural flowers painted with water 
colors were visited as often as the 
unpainted. When bright-colored pet- 
als were reduced by one-half the vis- 
itors fell off to numbers ranging 
from a tenth to a half. 


Blue is the most popular color, red 
least. Even when blue flowers were 
turned upside down the honey-bee 
sought them out as readily as if they 
had been upright. But many bum- 
ble bees were baffled by the new 
position, some finding it hard to 
master the problem of turning up- 
side down to sip the nectar. 

Drs. Clements and Long reach the 
conclusion that insects are drawn to 
flowers by both color and odor and 
are guided both by form and such 
markings as stripes and dots. Fra- 
grance will attract from a distance; 
color only within a radius of thirty 
feet. Bees have the best memories. 
They remember not only places, but 
also colors, odors, shapes; and they 
need no watches to tell them, for 
example, when the nectar of buck- 
wheat flows during the day. A bee 
will never touch an orange lotus 
blossom. It seems to know that the 
nectar has ceased to flow when yel- 
low has turned to orange. 


Suds Extinguish Blazing Oil. 
HERE is only one effective way 
T to extinguish the fire that breaks 
out in stored oil—to smother it 
with froth or suds which contain large 
amounts of carbon dioxide, a gas in 
which no flame can live. Just how 
the suds are to be produced and how 
to make them flow easily over a 
layer of burning oil or gasoline is a 
matter of some difference of opinion 
among chemical engineers. 

What is regarded in England as the 
most effective process thus far de- 
vised is about to be applied in the 
protection of huge oil tanks in New 
Zealand. The fire-extinguishing suds 
are produced by sodium bicarbonate 
(kitchen soda), with which a froth- 
producing substance is mixed, and 
aluminum sulphate. As soon as a 
fire breaks out these dry ingredients 
are dumped into two tanks of water, 
the ammonium sulphate in one tank 
and the sodium bicarbonate and 
froth-producer into the other. Then 
the pumps are started. In three 
minutes something like the creamy 
lather of a shaving soap is delivered 
over the burning oil at the rate of 
160 gallons a minute, 

Ordinary washtub soapsuds are 
merely bubbles of air. This froth is 
composed of carbon dioxide bubbles, 
hence its fire-extinguishing proper- 
ties. It is necessary to pump the 
two solutions through separate pipes 
to the blaze, and there to mix them. 
Tests made in England proved that 
thus the suds flow quickly over the 
layer of burning oil.

Never Too Old to Learn. . 


AT children learn more rapidly 
than their elders is a long- 
standing popular delusion now 

shattered by Professor E. L. Thora- 
dike of Columbia University. — 

In a series of experiments which he 
conducted, a group of adults averag- 
ing 42 years of age learned about 
five-sixths as fast as a group aver- 
aging 22, and both groyps learned 
more in an hour than did children 
comparable in brightness. ‘‘Exten- 
sive experiments with adults learning 
algebra, science, foreign language 
and the like in evening classes, and 
with adults learning shorthand and 
typewriting in secretarial schools 
support the general conclusion that 
ability to learn rises until twenty,’’ is 
Professor Thorndike’s verdict. ‘“Then 
perhaps after a stationary period of 
some years, learning ability slowly 
declines, roughly about one per cent. 
a year.”” If adults rarely learn a 
new language or a new vocation it is 
not for lack of ability but rather for 
lack of opportunity. 


Silk From Cornstalks. 


BOUT 240,000,000 pounds of ar-’ 


tificial silk—rayon is its newer 

and fancier name—were made 
last year from cellulose, the fibrous 
substance of which all vegetation is 
composed. Up to the present the 
rayon manufacturer’s chief source of 
cellulose has been wood or cotton 
linters. Soon he may be using) 
cornstalks, together with their tas- 
sels and leaves. Experiments now be- 
ing conducted on a semi-commercial 
scale hold out promise of making 
from three tons of cornstalks a quan- 
tity of cellulose equal to that ob- 
tained from two tons of wood. In- 
stead of chopping down trees to ob- 

threads for silk stockings, cra- 





experiment proves to be commercial- 
ly economical. It means the saving 
of countless trees. Not only silk is 
made from cellulose but artificial 
leather, lacquers, wallboard, paper, 
and a hundred other products. Who 
knows but we may dress in trans- 
formed corn, protect perishable sur- 
faces with it, use it for wrapping and 
printing, and upholster our libraries 
and automobiles with it? Just as 
a whole industry has been erected 
on the utilization of cottonseed, once 
a waste, so factories may spring up 
in the corn belt to convert the cel- 
lulose of the field into a salable 
product. 


Blood for Egg White. 

BOUT 3,500 tons of dried egg 

white are imported annually 

from China to find their way 
into a score of food products. Chem- 
ists have long known that the blood 
of slaughtered animals is just as 
good so far as its protein and, there- 
fore, nutritive value is concerned.. 
Protein is always protein, whether it 
comes from meat or the albumen of 
eggs. . 

About 25,000,000 animals are 
slaughtered every year. Their blood 
is largely used in the manufacture of 
fertilizer. Chinese eggs are not al- 
ways the freshest, and they are not 





broken under the most sanitary con- 
ditions. On the other hand, blood 
comes from inspected abattoirs. 


Why not use the blood as a sub- 


stitute for egg white, with which it|! 


is chemically identical? It is a new 
triumph of the laboratory that this 
is now possible. Hitherto blood has 
found its chief use as a food in 
the delicatessen dealer’s ‘‘blutwurst.” 
Henceforth it will take the place of 
egg white in the bakery and the 
home kitchen. The new blood prod- 
uct is a yellow, odorless powder that 
dissolves in water and can be beaten 
into a froth as good as any that ever 
graced a lemon meringue pie. 

Another product of the chemical 
laboratory is dried blood red cor- 
puscles, which seems to have a fu- 
ture not only as a medicine and as 
a food but as an important ingre- 
dient of adhesives and plastic ma- 
terial.

Boettger of Hackensack, speaking 
for the North Jersey Commissioners, 
favored an increase in tolls, saying 
that he doubted if the bridge would 
be toll free within the seventeen- 
year period. 

Boettger’s proposal was looked 
upon as a move to make Camden 
Bridge, so successful in its first year, 
pay part of the costs of the Holland 
tunnel between. North Jersey and 
Manhattan. Boettger linked the two 

in his argument. The 
bridge and the tunnel are both fi- 
nanced by, a $86,000,000 bond issue. 
Of this issue, $20,000,000 was set 
aside to pay for the tunnel and §$15,- 
000,000 went for the bridge. The ma- 
jority of the commission, opposing 
the North Jersey proposal, held that 
each traffic artery must pay for its 
own share of the bond issue. 

Whereas the tunnel agreement. be- 

tween New York an ew Jersey 
' calis for thé payment for the tunnel 
within twenty years, the Pennsyl- 
vania-New Jersey bridge agreement 
sets no date by which the span must 
be paid for. 


Increase in Bus Tolls. 

An increase in the toll rate for 
buses has been made effective. Sin- 
gle deck biises now pay 50 cents in- 
stead of 40 cents, and the double- 
decker rate is incréased from 40 
cents to 75 cents. At the same time 
the agreement with the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit concern giving its 
buses a preferential rate of 25 cents 
for single-deck and 40 cents for dov- 
ble-deck buses was abrogated. That 
company is the only operator of dou- 


The preferential rate was granted 
last year, when the transit company 
guaranteed a minimum toll payment 
of $100,000 within the year. At that 
time this was believed to be a haz- 
ardous offer. The company actually 
did pay $179,000 in the twelve-month 
period. But this total was exceeded 


$250,000 in revenus next year, ac- 
cording to bridge engineers. 

The rapid growth of bus transpor- 
tation between South Jersey and 
of the 
year’s surprises, During July, 1926, 
the first month of operation, the 
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per hour, failed to reach the esti- 
mated flow of 6,000 cars per hour 
which the bridge can accommodate. 

There was no difficulty in handling 
the heavy traffic in Camden, which 
was largely due to the opening of 
the northern half of Crescent Boule- 
vard and the bridge entrance on the 
previous Friday. These two thor- 
oughfares, forming part of the 
$6,000,000 road program undertaken 
by New Jersey to provide adequate 
bridge approaches, were thrown 
open to traffic July 1, the anniver- 
sary of the opening day. Almost 
immediately the new roadways were 
filled with traffic, moving to shore 
resorts. 

The four miles of roadway of the 
Crescent Boulevard from Burlington 
to White Horse Pike intersects every 
road radiating from Camden to the 
northeast and east. Next Summer the 
southern half of the boulevard, ex- 
tending to South Broadway at Brook- 
lawn, will be opened, intersecting

at a new site to take care of future 
navigation on Big Timber Creek. At 
present there is no navigation to 
speak of, and the State balks at con- 
structing an expensive bridge with 
new approach roads. 

Elsewhere in South Jersey traffic 
was heavy, but the exertion of State 
and local police served to keep it 
moving steadily, if slowly. White 
Horse Pike was a solid line of cars 
from Berlin to Crescent Boulevard, a 
distance of fifteen miles. Although 
accidents were numerous and the 
‘pike was lined with damaged and 
wrecked cars, only one fatal] acci- 
dent occurred. Police authorities de- 
clared that at most places the traffic 
was so heavy that speed was out of 
the question and collisions were 
mainly between slow moving vehi- 
cles. The usual week-end toll of

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National Road: Survey Reveals Many Improve- 


ments During 


ANY improvements have been 
made during the past year to 
the road surfaces of the main 
transcontinental highways, reports 
The American Motorist, the official 
organ of the American Automobile 
Association, as the result of a survey 
of national road conditions. 

During the year additions to the 
Federal aid system aggregated 9,400 
miles, bringing the Federal aid im- 
proved highways up to 55,903 miles. 
Important extensions were also made 
to the State primary systems. 

An important route, because of its 
significance as a mid-continental con- 
nected highway from Atlantic City, 
N. J., to San Francisco, is U. 8. 
Highway 40. This touches such im- 
portant cities as Baltimore, Wheel- 
ing, Columbus, Indianapolis, St.' 
Louis, Kansas City, Denver, Salt 
Lake City and Reno. The total 
length is 3,220 miles and the route is 
paved from Atlantic City to St. 
Mary’s, Kan., a distance of 1,302 
miles. West of St. Mary’s the road- 
way is chiefly graded earth or 
gravel, except between Auburn and 
San Francisco, where there is a good 
stretch of pavement. This route 
crosses the Great Salt Lake Desert 
over the famous Wendover cut-off. 

Route to Oregon. 

“Another important route in the 
United States system of national 
highways,’ states the report on the 
survey, “is that known as No. 30, 
extending from Atlantic City to Port- 
land, Ore. It coincides with the Lin- 
colin Highway between Philadelphia 
and Granger, Wyo. In passing 
through Pennsylvania the route 
touches Lancaster, Gettysburg, 
Chambersburg and Pittsburgh, but 
passes through no large city in Ohio 
and by-passes Chicago through Chi- 
cago Heights and Joliet to Aurora. 
At Granger, Wyo., Route 30 divides 
into 30 north and 30 south, the south-

Lieutenant F. W. Reichelderfer, in 
harge of the Aerological Section of 
he Bureau of Aeronautics, United 
states Navy Department, disclosed 
he immediate plans for installing 
salf a dozen of these radio weather 
ndicators. They are to be placed at 
he following naval air stations: Pen- 
acola, Fila.; Coco Solo, Panama 
‘anal Zone; Guantanamo, .Cuba, or 
he Weather Bureau station at San 
uan, Porto Rico; Anacostia, D. C.; 
akehurst, N. J., and Hampton 
toads, Va. 


The type of récorder waed exten- 
ively in European countries will be 
nstalled at these naval ait stations. 
in fact, the device adopted by the 
\erological Section of the Bureay of 
\eronautics is the design of an Eing-' 
‘ishman and it is being manufactured 
by a French concern. To be of value. 
in issuing storm warnings this radio 
Jlirection-finding equipment must be 
sufficiently sensitive to operate con- 
tinuously under the impulses of at- 
mospheric disturbances, and the rela- 
tive intensity as well as the direction 
of a storm must be recorded auto- 
matically. This virtue is claimed for 
the European system of weather fore- 
casting by radio, in which countries 
atmospheric disturbances have long 
since been transformed from a male- 

diction to a benediction. 

In practical service these radio 
weather indicators at naval air sta- 
tions are intended to serve the pur- 
pose of forecasting the direction and 
relative intensity of a° storm from 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours in ad- 
vance of its. arrival. With this in- 
formation an-aviator would be ena- 
bled to modify his flying schedule so 
as to steer clear of the path of the 
storm or abandon his air journey al- 
together if the weather indication 
was such as to jeopardize life and 
property. Local squalls as well as 
hurricanes and other atmospheric 
convulsions at a relatively great dis- 
tance from the observing station 
could be noted and heeded in a sim- 
ilar manner. By installing these de- 
vices at widely separated and stra- 
tegic points they at office become a 
new national weather-forecasting 
system. : 

As the result of a conference re- 
cently held in the office of Com- 
mander S. C. Hooper, Chief of the 
Radio Division of the Bureau of En- 
gineering, Navy Department, radio 
weather indicators or static recorders 
are to be purchased and installed on 
naval ships as well as at naval air 
stations for the purpose of weather 
forecasting, particularly for indicat- 
ing the approach of storms and hur- 
ricanes. ~« 


Pletting Highs and Lows. 

The deliberations of this conference 
oriented around the findings of Lieu- 
tenant E. H. Kincaid, who has been 
studying the relation of static to at- 
mosphere since 1924, this research 
having its inception on board the U.

Lieutenant Kincaid terms this pro}-

The Bell Telephone laboratories, in 
introducing their static recorder, say:

Certainly there has 
never been any doubt that automatic 
records would be very valuable. It is 
just as important to know the static 
level as it is to know the strength of 
a radio signal, because it is the static 
to signal ratio that determines the 
intelligibility of the signal. 


“A static recorder connected to a 
rotating directional antenna system 
would tell us where static comes from 
and, therefdre, enable the radio en- 
gineer to determine whether it ‘is 
worth while.to construct 2 directive 
antenna system. Also the connection 
between thunderstorm areas and 
static. would .make static recording 
Valuable to the meteorological ser- 
vice. There is perhaps no reason 
why a suitable static recorder should 
not make it‘ possible in a few years 
to obtain a daily static forecast just 
as we 5 our weather = now.”’

UESTION—Did the call letters 
WTW of Byrd’s airplane Amer- 
ica have any special meaning? 

(2) Why did the plane use the 600- 
meter wave instead of a wave within 
range of broadcast receivers? (3) 
What does a plane use for a ground 
contact or will a transmitter operate 
just as well without a ground when 
it is taken up in the air?—H. K. D. 
ANSWER—No special meaning. (2) 
The 600-meter wave is the universal 
wave used by commercial ship and 
shore stations, therefore it is the 
SOS channel, because marine opera- 
tors are listening in on 600 meters. 
When a ship calls a station it uses 
the 600-meter wave and then general- 
ly shifts to a higher channel to send 
the messages, otherwise there would 
be too much interference.. Some of 
the large transatlantic liners have 
hundreds of messages to handle, and 
if they all operated on 600 meters 
the interference would prevent rapid 
handling of the traffic. (3) Usually 
some metal part of the. plane is uti- 
lized as a counterpoise ground. 
Transmitters to operate efficiently 
must have. some type of ‘“‘ground.”’

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Validity’ 4 ——— s Patents Covering Cone:' 
Reproducer ‘Is. Questioned — Manufacturers: 
Wonder if Modern Device Is Infringement

speaker. The Brandes Products Cor- 
poration of Newark, N. J., has peti- 
tioned fora‘ writ of certiorari, thus 
seeking fromthe ultimate court of the 
land @ teview. of the findings of the 
United States Circuit Court of” Ap-' 
peals in the ‘Philadelphia District, 


of the patents of Marcus C: Hopkins 
of Washington; D.:C., covering cone- 
speaker operation for radio use. The 
petition for a writ of certiorari to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which was filed June 27, is an 
elaborate document of several hun- 
dred pages of text and illustrations, 
embracing. a complete history of the. 
cone loud-speaker. 

The manufacture and sale of the 
cone type of loud-speaker, represent- 
ing:a. valuation: of millions of dollars, 
has already been subjected to three 
years of litigation. Originally the 
Lektophone Corporation of Jersey 
City sued the Western Electric Com- 
pany, charging the latter with having 
infringed the cone-speaker patents of 
Marcus Hopkins. The Federal Dis- 
trict Court of New dersey rendered a 
decision in favor of the Western Elec- 
tric Company, in which it was indi- 
cated that the double-cone speaker 
of the latter company was not an 
infringement of the Hopkins patents. 
As a result of this verdict, the West- 
ern Electric Company has announced 
that it will continue to manufacture 
cone speakers, despite rumors to the 
contrary. 

Subsequently ‘the Lektophone Cor- 
poration, as a holder of the patents 
of Marcus Hopkins, precipitated a 
legal controversy with the Brandes 
Products Corporation to prevent the 
latter from manufacturing cone loud- 
speakers and fo assess and collect 
compensation for the profits accru- 
ing on sales previously made. The 
plaintiff, in the Federal District 
Court of New Jersey, contended that 
Mr. Hopkins invented the early de- 
sign of cone speaker and that the 
Lektophone Corporation, as holder of 
these patents, was entitied to re- 
ceive royalties on his invention. The 
Radio Corporation of America had 
previously paid the Lektophone Cor-

poration $200,000 for the right » to 
manufacture and sell cone speakers: 
under the Hopkins patents, ‘only to 
find “them declared invalid by. the 
Federal District Court of New Jersey. 
Fudge Jéseph L. Bodine, who reti- 
dered the decision invalidating these 
patents, made specific reference to: 
the $200,000 royalties paid’ by “the 
Radio Corpbration of America: He 
said: “‘The mere fact that royalties 
have been paid demonstrates that 


those paying have been unduly timid | 


or sagacious. The action of business 
men and attorneys at law is not a 
substitute for the judgment of the 
Court aftera full hearings’ — 
Cone Used Twenty Years Ago. 
Inventors and radio engineers who 
have been prone to picture the cone 
type of loud-speaker as something 
novel in the realm of sound repro- 
duction will be disturbed somewhat 
rudely when told that it was given a 
practical application twenty years 
ago. In fact, this historical dis- 
closure figured materially in. the 
decision of the Federal District Court 
of New Jersey in invalidating the 
patents of Marcus C. Hopkins, an 
inventor, who maintains private sci- 
entific laboratories in the national 
eapital. An article published in 1907 
in The Talking Machine News. dis- 
cussed the feasibility of substituting 
a conical soundboard, if large enough, 


for the sound box and horn in a talk- | 


ing machine. .The device worked 
perfectly except when excessive 
power was applied. Under this con- 
dition the cone in the talking’ ma- 
chine was blasted at the edges. 
Appealing from the adverse de 
cision of the Federal Court of New 
Jersey,” the Lektophone Corpora- 
tion, representing Marcus Hopkins, 
carried the legal battle with the 
Brandes Products Corporation to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in the Philadelphia District, 
which rendered a decision in favor 
of Mr. Hopkins. The opinion said: 
“We find infringement on the part 
of the deferidant (the Brandes Prod- 
ucts Corporation). While the form of 
Hopkins’s circular cone is not pre- 
cisely duplicated by the defendant’s 
elongated oval board, yet in area and 
sound functioning it is appropriated 
and reproduced. By the defendant’s 
flexible rubber liaison member, held

valid or whether the modern-day cone 
reproducer is an infringement.

Mrs. Medill 
McCormick, who has been prominent 
in furthering the ambitions of young 
artists for a number of years, has 
accepted the Chairmanship of the 
Committee for the State of Illinois. 
Mrs. Austin Peay, wife of Governor 
Peay of Tennessee, will head the 
Tennessee committee. Other States 
that have appointed Chairmen of 
committeés are Kentucky, Michigan 
and Colorado. 

The foundation is a corporate insti- 
tution established several years ago 
for philanthropic, scientific and edu- 
eational purposes. Its President is 
A. Atwater Kent of Philadelphia. 
The United States has been organ- 
ized in five distriets for the purpose 
of the audition, with New York, Chi- 
cago, Atlanta as centres for the east- 
ern, mid-western and southern dis 
tricts, and San Francisco the Pacific 
Coast centre.

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Isle of Bali — a Unique — Between Mankind and 
‘Nature—Lola Kreuzberg Gets Pictorial Record of Its | 


People and Customs. 





BERLIN, 
GERMAN woman explorer has 
‘returned home to Germany 
with tales of the strange cus- 
toms of the beautiful Island of 
Bali in the Java group. Lola Kreuz 
berg set out for what has been de 
scribed as the “new Eden” with a 
motion-picture camera, and she has 
brought back a pictorial record of 
its people and their manner of living. 
Attended only by a few carriers, 
Lola Kreuzberg was made welcome 
by the natives, and became a guest 
at the exotic courts of their princes, 
such as the Sultan of Dijcokjakarta. 
She was invited to religious cere- 
"monies that no white person had 
ever before seen and was permitted 
“to photograph the sacred dances. 
Con¢éealing her camera in’ bamboo 
thickets, or in a crevice in a temple 
wall, and using an electrical contri- 
vance, she obtained many unique pic- 
tures. She collected grotesque 
masks, which, nevertheless, attest to 
the fine craftsmanship of these 
gifted primitives. And yet these are 
primitive only as we might today 
consider the pre-Homeric Greeks 
primitive. 
An Ancient Culture. 


Behind all the. natural beauty of 
. Bali. unrolls an .ancient.. culture. 
There are exquisite temples. that 
rival the most: ethereal creations of 
the old Indian builders and massive 
walls and ramparts that’ are cyclo 
pean in their moss-covered majesty. 
A strange harmony—vague, mysteri- 
ous, indescribable—seems to unite 
- the plant, the animal and the human 
world in this island, and over it all 
there is an air of eternal peace. 
. "Man here is sufficient unto him- 
self. Nature is kindly, and human 


intercourse regulated by religious 





and.) muaied” — 


‘broken. ‘The machine has not de- 


stroyed ‘or subordinated the human. 
It seems as if the destiny that over- 
or overtakes life in most other 

lands had soniehow. forgotten this 
lonely littie Dutch-Indian _ island, 
stretched in the Indo-Chinese archi- 
pelago between Asia’ and Australia. 
A. great natural .rhythm flows 
through the —* and the people—the 
peopie’s lives, customs, the 
charm of their festivals, the simplic- 
ity~of their work,. the beauty of 
their arts and crafts. Like most 
primitive people, the Balesians are 
also -afflicted with. demons—the de- 
mons of the air and the earth and 
the waters. But they have succeeded 
in subjecting these demons to benign 
influences, and they enjoy, therefore, 
a greater spiritual freedom than do 
most of such races: If a demon is 


to be banned or bottled up, it is an 


occasion for dance and miusit, for 
processions of young maidens with 
flowérs in their hair, for ceremonies 
that reveal an astonishing mastery 
of stage technique and scene setting. 

The men and women of Bali reveal 
a highly developed cult of good man- 
ners and native courtesy. According 
to‘Gregor"Krause, and Cursier, the 
French naturalist, the people are a 
mixture of the Caucasian and the 


Mongolian—an instance in which, 


luckily, the best elements of each 
race were preserved and brought to. 
an admirable synthesis. The. religion 
is that of Brahimia. 

‘ ‘Women are trained to the dance 
from childhood. Pretty children, 
whether the offspring of peasants or 
of princes, are given training in the 
religious dance. The child is vener- 
ated as a sort of mediator between 
gods and men. Should a mother ac- 


: 





cidentally injure a child, or give it a 


‘slight blow, the whole family rushes 
in rnation to the tiny house 
temple, where fruits and flowers are 
offered in sacrifice to.’the: deities.’ 
A strange custom: prevails in con- 
nection with the dances of children. 
At certain times or on certain festi- 
vals scenes take place that remind 


‘the European of Lourdes and . its 


miracles. A-number.of: little girls, 
from 6 to 8 years old, will be seated 
in front of braziers filled with glow- 
ing coals. Secret and aromatic and 
narcotic roots-and herbs are then 
thrown upon the fire. 
pungent smoke. devolops. One child, 
gaudy as. some bird’ of paradise 

breathes in this smoke.’ A ‘second 


little girl is seated behind the -first|- 


and supports her, for she must not 


‘be touched by a man.’ 


-A ring of native musicians sur- 
rounds the fire, playing weird and 
monotonous tunes. The child grad- 


ually loses consciousness, or rather | 


sinks into a trance, her.head lolls to 
and fro, faster and faster. Suddenly 
she leaps to her feet and, with wide- 
open and staring eyes, begins to 
dance. . A fan is thrust into her hands. 
She sways to and fro, her movements 
now slow, now violent, her whole 
body shaken by a convulsive and 
powerful rhythm. She has become 
the unconscious instrument of some 
other force or. power. 

This trance ‘state is —— 
divine by the Balesians. The sight 
of ‘the child dancers is said to-cure 
the sick and the lame, .who are 
brought on litters into the open space 
where the dances take place. 

The tiny dancers continue to sway 
and balance. They twist and turn 
to the enslaving, monotonous music, 
which goes on without pause, hour

The swashbuckling Yankees go on 
winning games, Babe Ruth and Lou 
Gehrig go on hitting homers and all 
the rest of the members go on turn- 
ing in scintillating performances in 
their various departments of the 
game, while everybody agrees that 
the New York American Club has a 
great, amazing and bewildering 
team. 

There simply —** been anything 
like it; the individual players make 
atrocious mistakes and then perform 
astonishing feats. No one seems to 
understand what it is all about; that 
is, except perhaps one man and he 
is not given to much conversation. 

Miller Huggins, manager of the 
Yankees, appears to have little iden- 
lity as a personage among the fans. 
To be sure, he is the Mite Manager, 
the Midget Manager or the Lillipu- 
tian, but there he ends, while Babe 
Ruth, Gehrig, Lazzeri and other 
players stand constantly in the lime- 
light. 

And yet it was none other than 
Miller Huggins who collected this 


amazing array of talent called the 
Yankees, put it together and set it 
to winning ball games. Baffled by 
the extraordinary and unorthodox 
Yankees, some fans are inclined to 
dismiss Huggins by saying that Colo- 
nel Jacob Rup * gave him the key 
to his strong ‘and told him to 
buy the best ory in sight, with the 
result that the present xe of hitting 
aggregation was assembled, hit or 
miss, and only for-a price. 


Huggins’s Methods. Baffling. 

But ball teams are not put together 
in such fashion, so there must have 
been some method in Miller Hug- 
gins's alleged madness. No one has 
yet been able quite to fathom it, 
which, edded to Huggins’s habit of 
effacing himself, makes him a sort 
of mystery manager. 

A glance into Huggins’s record, 
however, shows this. mystery less 
dark and- deep. In the first place

His sudden prosperity in 
resources was a severe test which 
the taciturn Mite Manager met. He 
had made the Cardinals without 


money and he set about making the 
Yankees with money. It is not hard 
to point out baseball men who from 
long habit of skimping and ecg? 
would hardly know what do if 
suddenly they were placed in posses- 
sion of a r 

If ever a manager remade a team 
Huggins remade the Yankees. His 
trades have been notable. Back as 
fas as 1922 he had only three ——* 
on his team who were with it when 
Huggins took the reins in 1918.

Property Owners. Are Advised 
to Take Advantage of 
the Dull Season. 


HAS SOME ADVANTAGES 


Painter Can Give More Attention to 
the Job Than In the Rush of 
Spring and Fall.

All of which means 
to the home owner a very definite 
gain in dollars and cents—a savin 
on the — bill and increase 
property value due to good condition 
of preservation and generally im- 
roved appearance. 
Por eétiree the Spring and Fall 
—— habit is due to the belief 
Winter and Summer weather 
conititions are unfavorable. But ac- 
tually midsummer is an_ excellent 
time. Painting can be done satis- 
factorily whenever the thermometer 
registers 40 degrees or above except 
during a rainy or damp season. 
Rain, fog or snow kills the gloss of 
the pain delay s the work and is 
likely to cause ‘washing. ’” It is true 
that at any time of year an un- 
expected damp spell may occur, but, 
on the whole, Summer weather is 
more dependable than that of the 
Spring or Fall. This consideration is 
an important one. From every view- 
point, then, it would seem that the 
chances for getting a good job are 
better in midsummer than at any 
other time.

INCREASING VALUE 
OF STATE REALTY 


Assessments for 1926 Showed 
Nearly 10 Per Cent. Advance 
Over Previous Year. 


Real estate holdings in New York 
State were assessed at $22,652,165,048 
in 1926, reports M. F. Loughman, 
President of the State Tax Commis- 
sion, in his recent report on the di- 
vision of the income tax collections 


among the various counties and 
towns. That was an increase of $2,- 
122,066,468, almost 10 per cent. over 
1925, and it is the basis of the 1927 
distribution of income taxes for 
counties. 
Under the distribution this year 
New York City as a whole, includ- 
ing the five counties of Bronx, 
Kings, New York, Queens and Rich- 
mond, and municipalities of fourteen 
other counties of the State receive 
larger amounts than in the distribu- 
tion last year. Cities, towns and 
villages in forty-three counties re- 
ceived amounts less than were re- 
ceived last year. 
The counties that gain in increased 
income tax revenues are those that 
show increased assessments on real 
property for 1926 over 1925 above the 
generse average for the State. The 
ourteen counties outside. of New 
York City showing this mn are: 
Albany, Cayuga, Franklin, Hamilton, 
Herkimer, Lewis,. Nassau, Putnam. 
Schenectady, Suffolk, Tompkins, 
estchester and Yates.

NEEDED BY WORKERS 





Small Wage Earner Is Still in 
Need of Moderate-Priced Home, 
Says Charles V. Bossert. 





‘When we read about the opening 
of a gorgeous new Park Avenue 
apartment,’’ Charles VY. Bossert, a 
leading authority on small-home con- 
struction, said yesterday, ‘‘we are li- 
able to overlook the fact that there 
is still a tremendous need for homes 
for the small wage earne™.’’ Mr. Bos- 
sert continued: 

‘‘Gold door knobs, large batteries 
of high speed automatic elevators, 
extensive ventilating system, gor- 
geous interior decorations, all for 
only forty or fifty families, that is 
what the Park Avenue and Fifth 
Avenue apartment means, The other 
and larger half still are cooped up 
in tiny box-like apartments without 
sufficient ventilation, with only an 
occasional glimpse of the sun and 
with hordes of children in imminent 
danger of death on the busy city 
streets. 

‘In Manhattan alone there are 
over a half million families, of which 
possibly a tenth are really adequate- 
ly housed. The other 90 per cent. 
either live in passable apartment 
houses, but paying rent all out of 
proportion to their income, or live in 
entirely inadequate quarters. 

‘‘Unquestionably the finer apart- 
ment house offers more attractive 
investment for a certain type of 
builder,’”’ says Mr. Bossert, “‘but I
